NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Prank Gillmore, 
president of Actors’ Equity, flatly denies 
that his visit to Equity’s West Coast 
offices presaged another drive on the 
movie field by the actors’ organization. _ 
The denial was the result of rumors cir- 
culating ever since Mr. Gillmore’s de- 
parture for the Coast, where he attended 
the AFL convention, and then went 
south to the Equity offices. 

The stopovers on the Cgast, he said, 
were nothing more than visits, natural 
because of the fact that it is two years 
since he has been out to the Equity 
Western organization and because he 
would have to be in the immediate 
vicinity anyhow to attend the conven- 
tion.

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Following a 
meeting Saturday with about 12 of the 
leading agents it does business with, 
Fanchon & Marco for the first time to- 
day asserted its position as ome of the 
leaders, in the amount of playing time, 
in the variety end of the show business. 
Phil Bloom, booking manager, requested 
all agents to immediately sever any con- 
Nections they may have with RKO 
agents, and either submit acts to 
Fanchon & Marco without having to first 
consult franchise holder of the other 
circuit or not submit them at all. 

In making this announcement Bloom 
made it clear that Fanchon & Marco 
was not inaugurating a battle with RKO, 
but instead was taking the first step to 
make its own agents independent of any- 
body else. The plans he submitted, but

& Marco. And if the act was scheduled 
for the Audubon or Academy, opposition 
to RKO houses, the agent for the latter 
circuit invariably turned down the date 
without first consulting the act. Almost 
all the indie agents have access to the 
lists of the RKO agents on a split com- 
Mission basis, another thing that Fan- 
chon & Marco sees no reason for. The

Paine, chairman of the board of the 
Music Publishers’ Protective Association, 
and an attorney and authority on copy- 
right matters, was to the effect that since 
the contract is a basic agreement and 
hot a standard form, they will not ccn- 
sider it under inmy circumstances. The 
agreement which the SPA wants the pub- 
lishers to sign is a contract with the or- 
ganizaticn only, and writers will virtualiy 
control the entire popular music pub- 
lishing industry, all excepting the print- 
ing of the songs, which will be left to 
the publishers. Apparently it 1s intended 
to cover the whole publishing field, in- 
cluding the so-called standard and class- 
‘eal publications, but actually, according 
to Mr. Paine, it takes in only Broadwey. 

While the writers seek to dictate the 
policy of the publishing industry, and re- 
tain all rights excepting that of printing, 


‘a woeful lack of knowledge of the funda- 


mentals of the business is indicated in 
the drawing up of the basic agreement, 
gay the music men.

Max Gordon, who established hi 
as a producer of revues with Three’s a 
Crowd and The Band Wagon, has dis- 
continued all plans for revues and 
already produced The Cat and the Fiddle, 
and is readying The Three-Cornered Hat 
for immediate showing. 

All this renewed activity in the mue- 
sical field occurred immediately after it 
was announced by the picture people 
that they would again produce musical 
pictures, which had a great vogue two 
seasons ago and which had been a 
bonanza for the legit producers, some of 
them receiving as high as $150,000 for 
picture rights.

League Appoints Committee 


To Fight for Sunday Shows 


Seeks local option like that now in effect for movies— 


to sound out Equity and theatrical labor unions—clergy 
in Albany wants more restriction 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31—-The League of New York Theaters is going ahead with 
its campaign to get legislation on the question of Sunday shows in New York. 
After the board of governors approved the recommendation of Dr. Henry Mosk»- 
witz, the League’s acviser, it appomted a committee to work for cpen Sunaays. 
Committee is under the chairmanship of Dr. Moskowitz, and includes Lee Shubert, 
Marcus Heiman, L. Lawrence Weber. Lawrence Langner Max Gordon, Brock Pem- 


berton, Gilbert Miller, Kenneth Macgowan, Sam H 


The aim of the League is to get legis. 
lation that will allow legitimate shows to 
come under the act that at present 
governs the showing of movies on the 
Sabbath. That act provides that shows 
may be given wherever local authorities 
permit; in other words, it puts the ques- 
tien up to local option. 

The League is seeking to form a united 
theatrical front to present to the law- 
makers at Albany. To that end, the com- 
mittee plens to sound out both Equity 
and the theatrical laber unicns on the 
question. Negotiations with the latter 
will wait the return of William F. Cana- 
van, leader of the-~ stagehands, and 
Joseph N. Weber, national head of the 
musicians’ union, from the West Coast, 
where they attended the AFL convention, 
Both are expected back in about three 
veeks. 

Equity will, therefore, be the first to be 
sounded out on the question. The Equity 
attitude toward Suncay shows, according 
to Frank Gillmore, Equity president, is 
the same as it has always been. The 
members, at an annual meeting, have 
gone on record as being opposed to Sab- 
bath showings, and nothing short of 
another vote by the membership can 
change that decision. 

However, Mr. Gillmore said that’ the 
resolution passed at the last meetinz 
showed a disposition to consider the 
cuestion further if the need arose, an 
attitude that was conspicuously absent 
from previous resolutions on the same 
subject. If the League seeks Equity co- 
operation it will have to present its 
arguments to the Equity Council, and 
then, if the Council decides that the 
arguments and the general situation war- 
rant such an act, it will cail a svecial 
meeting of Equity members to vote on 
the question. 

There seems to be no chance, however, 
that Equity would in any way considcr 
@ seven-day week. At most it might 
change the day of rest from Sunday to 
Monday. 

Meanwhile, clergymen in Albany are 
egitating for the repeal of even tne legis. 
lation governing movies.

Newman Ties McGuire Dough 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—Robert V. New- 
man won a decision over William An- 
thony McGuire when the Appellate Di- 
vision of the Supreme Court awarded 
him the right to tie up McGuire’s in- 
come, which includes salary he receives 
from Fox Film Corporation and royalties 
due from the Erlangers and C. B. Dilling- 
ham. 

Newman has assigned his claim to Ed- 
ward McGrath, who as assignee had 
sought to attach McGuire's New York in- 
come against the defense that McGuire 
was a resident of California and as such 
coul: be sued only in that State. 

Newman claims over $30,000 is due to 
him irom the defendant on notes for 
which he advanced cash to McGuire over 
a@ period of rears, and this decision will 
enable him to bring suit. Appellate de- 
cision merely tied up McGuire’s income 
to allow Newman the legal right to sue 
for amount claimed due to him. 


Bernard Ernst Recovering — 
From a Major Operation . 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31.—Bernard M. L. 
Ernst is making favorable progress at the 
Mount Sinai Hospital after undergoing a 
major operation October 26. He went 
under the knife shortly after being taken 
seriously ill. Ernst, who is president of 
the Parent Assembly No. 1 of the Society 
of American Magicians, had been warned 
repeatedly by physicians that an opera- 
tion could not be delayed, but he per- 
sisted in carrying on as director of the 
campaign being conducted by the as- 
sembly against fortune tellers and 
“mental” fakers of all kinds. 

Ernst is known to the whole magic 
world thru his own activities and thru 
his close relationship with the late Harry 
Houdini. He is a patent attorney by 
profession.

Leases Are Consummated 
For Space in Radio City 
NEW YORK, Oct. 31—RKO, NBC and 


. RCA signed leases Thursday for an ap- 


proximate total of one million square 
feet of office, theater and studio space 
in the Radio City development. The 
combined rental is said to be $70,000,000. 
Signers were Col. Arthur Woods, repre- 
senting the Rockefeller interests; David 
Sarnoff, RCA and RCA-Photophone; M. 
H. Aylesworth, NBC, and Hiram S. Brown, 
RKO. 

The leases provide for occupancy of 
the office space in 3l-story office build- 
ing on October 1, 1932, and of the office 
and studio space in the main building 
(66-story office building) on May 1, 1933. 
Both theaters in the project will be com- 
pleted and ready for occupancy in Octo- 
ber of next year. 

RKO and RCA will be quartered in all 
of the 3l-story building with the excep- 
tion of seven floors. RKO has also leased 
the International Music Hall, seating 
6,500, and a 3,500-seat picture house. 
RCA has additional space in the main 
building, four full floors and part of two. 

NBC’s offices will be between the third 
and sixth floors of the main building, 
and its broadcasting studios will occupy 
Space on all the floors from the first to 
the twelfth. RCA-Photophone will have 
space on all the floors from the third 
to 11th.

Hudson Theater was rented last June 
to Nicholas Kerry and Thomas Conway, 
dramatic stock promoters of Montreal. 
Season opened Labor Day and continued 
a few weeks and quit; then Walter Ruth, 
local advertising man, and Pred Munday, 
one of the backers of Kerry and Conway, 
took over the theater, hoping to get back 
part of their investment. This project 
aiso failed. A. Vocder Magee, owner of 
the theater, said he had! received three 
offers for the theater. One is known to 
have come from an operator of burlesque.

Biddell claimed that the star was 
ruining his show by refusing to play the 
part as the author, the director and the 
producer told her to. He therefore fired 
her from the cast before the Boston try- 
out engagement and got Violet Hemi 
in her place. Miss Foster, who had been 
given a run-of-the-play contract, ob- 
jected, and also let out a yowl concerning 
loss of prestige and the like. She started 
an arbitration against Biddell which 
came up originally last Tuesday. 

Tuesday, however, she had no attorney 
and the arbitration was put over until 
the next day. The next day the attorney 
was similarly absent and so it was de- 
cided to argue the case without benefit 
of counsel. 

The case was argued all day Wednes- 
day and all day Thursday, which is quite 
a bit of arguing, and finally the arbitra- 
tors retired to render decision. They 
rendered it this week and it comprised 
at least something of a victory for Miss 
Foster. She was awarded $150, which 
represents the difference between what 
she received from Biddell and a. mini- 
mum of two weeks’ pay. Nothing, how- 
ever, was said about ‘the run-of-play 
payment, the show only lasting a week 
in New York anyhow, and Miss Foster’s 
alleged loss of reputation was also left 
out of the reckoning.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 1—Musi- 
cians’ Hall, housing the musicians’, 
stagehands’ and operators’ unions, was 
again bombed at 10 o’clock last night, 
the second time in a week.

for the badly hit Southern houses. 

While the rebcrn Interstate route con- 
sists now of but five weeks, Freeman is 
confident of adding at least two more in 
the near future. One weck of the ex- 
pected time is the Princess, Nashville, 
Tenn., which is set to open cither Novem. 
ber 20 or 23. The booking manager wants 
this to go on the Leffier books, altho it 
has been slated for Willie Berger’s ¢1,600 
shows. The other week looked forward to 
is Houston. 

When booked by Freeman a couple of 
yevrs ago, the Interstate Time consisted 
of seven full and two split-week houses 
for a total of eight weeks. The towns 
were Oklahoma City, Fort Worth, Dallas, 
San Antonio, Houston, New Orieans, At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Charlotte. After 
he hLecame booking manager, the Inter- 
state and Orpheum rout23 were combined, 
with Sam Tishman doing the booking 
and later Leffier.

Production Activity 


Due To Lack of 


NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—Almost complete 
lack of break-in spots at the present 
time has practically killed off all vaude 
production activities. A new act today 
has about as much chance for survival 
as a steer has once past the portals of an 
abattoir. 

Not only is the reluctancy of the five 
major circuits to provide warm-up houses 
for new acts, before showing for the 
bookers, continuing, but a like condition 
has spread to the ordinarily last hope of 
an act in. the embryonic stages, the indie 
show buyers. There was no parallel con- 
dition to this even when sound and _,talk- 
ing pictures first came in and kicked 
stage shows in the solar plexus. What 
damage was leit unfinished then, is being 
completed now just at a time when 
vaudeville is showing a strong effort to 
effect some measure of a comeback. 

Aside from one or two inkspot bookers 
and their “three-dollar-a-date” houses, a 
producer has exceedingly little chance to 
get a break-in house. His first date from 
a major circuit, usually gotten after a 
long heart-breaking period, is not only 
at a terrific cut, but also one where the 
booker of the particular circuit is sure to

catch it. Ninety-nine times out of a 
hundred the buyer will turn thumbs 
down at an act still crude, resulting in 
the finale being marked for the act’s 
career, especially if it has showed for 
RKO, even before it has started. 


Arthur Fisher, leading indie booker, 
will not book a new act except on very 
rare occasions, when he is practically 
certain of the entertainment capabilities 
of the cast. This also holds true for 
most of the lesser lights in the indie 
field, and certainly double for RKO, Fox 
(Fanchon & Marco), Loew and Warner. 


Charles J. Freeman, RKO’s booking 
manager, realizing the danger of eventu- 
ally running out of talent if nothing new 
is developed, has been pleading with his 
circuit’s theater operators for more than 
a year to set aside a couple of weeks of 
break-in time. Nothing has come of this, 
however, and the booking office is stuck 
with the alternative of finding playable 
new acts elsewhere than in their own 
houses, something that is almost impos- 
sible, or continue to play and replay the 
acts they have on their books at the pres- 
ent time.

NEW YORK, Oct. 31.— The RKO 
agents’ arbitration board was _ reor- 
ganized Wednesday, when a meeting of 
all agents was called by Ray Hodgdon, 
assistant to Charles J. Freeman, booking 
chief, to follow up the suggestion ad- 
vanced by Freeman two weeks ago. A 
unanimous vote chose five agents for 
the board. They are Maurice Rose, chair- 
man; Edward 8. Keller, Hugo Morris, 
Harry Romm and William McCaffery. 

The board will meet whenever neces- 
sary in Rose’s office to act on cases in- 
volving agents, which must be submitted 
in writing to the chairman. Three mem- 
bers of the board form a quorum, and 
their decision will be considered final. 
Copies of the decision will be rendered 
in writing to each of the parties con- 
cerned and an additional copy will be 
passed on to Freeman. The latter in- 
dicated that he will uphold judgments 
passed by the board. 

When the necessity of a board was 
pointed out by Freeman, due to the fact 
that he could not spare the great amount 
of time involved in considering cases 
concerning disputes in the ranks over 
representation of acts, the agents 
showed willingness to act upon it. How- 
ever, it was delayed because no agent 
felt he had the right to call a meeting, 
and the matter was broached to Hodg- 
don to call them together and leave them 
alone. This he did, and the meeting was 
held in Arthur Willi’s office. 

The formation of this arbitration board 
makes the third one that the RKO agents 
have-had. First one existed during the 
time of the Agents’ Association, and the 
other was of short-lived duration two 
years ago which had Norman Manwaring 
at the head of it. 


Trahan-Moss Reach 
Amicable Agreement 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31. — An amicable 
settlement was reached by Al Trahan 
with B. 8S. Moss in regard to the claim 
against him for two weeks’ salary due 
to his failure to appear at the Broadway 
last Saturday as per a contract.

Trahan, who had neglected to look at 
the date on his contract, was in Fort 
Wayne, Ind., the night before his sched- 
uled Broadway opening.

inspired by the exploitation heads of 
the circuit in question. There was a 
time when such outside assistance was 
welcome and proved the artist a live 
wire. Now, with the circuits paying 
more attention to doing such exploiting 
themselves, they fear to have the works 
gummed up by either inexperienced or 
careless hands. 

A specific instance came to light a 
few weeks ago and was probably the last 
straw which prompted the exploitation 
department to act. An important offer- 
ing was billed into an outlying house, 
preparatory to bringing it into a Broad- 
way stand, and, for course, the act’s 
press agent and circuit man got to- 
gether. The latter learned that a 10- 
year-old stunt of taking movies of the 
patrons was heing used. the shots being 
taken one day and supposedly shown on 
the screen the next. Not only movies 
but with sound. 

The “sound” thing riled the circuit 
man considerably. He told the act’s 
exploiteer that movies were old and that 
sound recorded on the stage was an 
impossible thing. There was nothing to 
prevent a thousand and one noises enter- 
ing into the recording, not to mention 
the chief reason, that of an “air rush,” 
always prevalént on any stage not closed 
in. The act’s press representative has- 
tened to say that it was more or less of 
a fake anyway. In fact, after starting 
to tell about it, he grew out of the 
confidential air and insisted it was good 
stuff. 

“People will not be fooled in our the- 
aters if I can help it.” was the final 
word of the circuit’s exploiteer. “For 
once such stuff gets around and patrons 
hear it is a’ fake the act and the house 
beth get a black eye. The news of it 
being a fake can’t help getting out. 
Such exploitation is out on this circuit.” 


N NEIGHBORHOOD theater operation 

it is seldom that the happy medium 

of just enough show is reached. By 
the time a person wades thru a flock of 
overlong trailers, stock sea and plane 
shots in the newsreels and some nutty 
antics by a pit orchestra never cut out 
to be funny, that person is either bored 
to sleep or frantically grabbing for hat 
and coat to make a speedy exit. This 
before the stage show and picture goes 
on. Rarely does somebody, driven out 
of a theater for this cause, return. 

At Loew’s Paradise one night last 
week, as an example, trailers advertising 
the coming show consumed about 12 
minutes before and after the stage show. 
Some of them were inserted into the 
newsreel] and others came after it, along 
with a resume of the cast of the then 
current stage show. The latter despite 
the fact that everv act was introduced 
from the stage. The pit band rah thru 
a much-too-long prelude to the show, 
which, in itself, had quite.a few espe- 
cially d@ll1 moments. All in all, the 
writer was in the house for more than 
three hours, entering a few minutes 
before 10 p.m. and leaving with the 
show-break at 1, and without seeing an 
actually complete show. At most the 
entertainment should not have run more 
than two and a half hours. 

Peorle going to theaters will stand 
two or three minutes of screen adver- 
tising on a show coming the follow- 
ing week. but all over this amount is 
considered an imposition. They can 
escape it only by discontinuing their 
patronage at the offending theater. If 
operators would only put themselves in 
the position of the layman auditor ai 
times, there is no doubt that the 
extraneous stage and sereen matter 
would be hurriedly eliminated.

acts, has been the main stumbling block 
in the booking office’s path in getting 
outside houses.

More or less of a circus atmosphere at 
the Oriental this week, with Winnie 
Lightner and Charles Butterworth in 
Side Show as the screen attraction, and 
Con Colleano, from the Ringling Circus, 
cn the stage Very good show, altho 
the stage portion is a bit short and the 
picture is a mixture of circus and carni- 
val that makes one wonder why picture 
producers can’t seem to realize that 
there is a vast difference in the two. 

The stage show opens with a burlesque 
Spanish number led by Al Kvale, fol- 
lowed by the chorus in a snappy Spanish 
routine.

In the deucer Darlene Walker. pretty 
and shapely miss, offers a routine of 
acrobatic dancing out of the usual run 
ani packing lots of entertainment.

EDDIE CANTOR AND GEORGE JESSEL caine on to a prolonged reception and 
immediately launched into a routine that probably answered most_of the qucs- 
tions bothering their clientele.

GE@RGE N. BURNS AND GRACE ALLEN did their familiar but ever lovable 
routine.

Ad- 
mission range is 15 and 40 for week-day 
evenings, while the Jefferson (opposi- 
tion) is 50. House opens 9:30 and usually 
does a bigger matinee business ‘than 
evening. Last stage show went on at 
9:40 p.m. and wound up at 11:15, which 
meant the theater would not be emptied 
until about 12:30. A long day, but the 
thickly congested area means a large 
potentiad patronage, and this 3,900- 
‘seater has to be gunning for patronage 
all the time, with a three-and-a-halt- 
hour show as bait.

Tn spite of Eddie Cantor and An 
American Tragedy at the RKO opposi- 
tion, the 86th Street, this house more 
than held its own with Street Scene as 
the film feature and Michon Brothers 
heading the usual five acts of vaude. 
House does consistent business, due 
mostly to good MGM pictures and Man- 
ager Robertson's spetial call on Fox and 
Warner films — something every Loew 
house is not in a position to do. Pull 
lower floor at this show. 

Earl Carpenter and band, who have 
signed a five-year contract with Loew, 
made their debut today. They are being 
used as an experiment by Louis K. Sid- 
ney, Loew production head, who aims 
to make pit bands more important than 
they are now. Band will provide novelty 
overtures and also work on stage every 
few weeks. Opening week has them pre- 
ceded by an introductory trailer and 
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opening on the stage for an 11-minute 
session of comedy and straight jazz, with 
some of the boys stepping out for solos. 
Then comes the newsreel, with the boys 
settled ir. the pit when the vaude goes 
on. Idea of newsreel between overture 
and vaude is to allow the boys to get 
into the pit and not to force the opening 
act to follow immediately after the stage 
overture, which is really a band act. 
Experiment being watched closely. 

Rasso and Company satisfied with a 
short juggling turn. Male juggles ana 
balances various objects while the “com- 
pany” comes on for about five seconds 
at tne close. Act worked up to a strong 
climax. 

George P. Wilson was no great shakes 
in deuce spot. He just about managed 
to get by with a lot of old material and 
an wmninspired burlesque of a -piano 
teacber. A blond warbler and a stooge 
tenor assist nicely enough. but the act 
can still stand improvement. 

Wilson. Keppel and Betty, two males 
and a girl, offer a snappy layout of hoof- 
ing that is presented in a novel way, 
both as to costumes, routines and set- 
ting. A good example of what a dancing 
trio can do to be “different.” 

Deegan and Cannefax. mixed duo, take 
a lot of time to warm up, but when they 
finally get the comedy rolling they build 
up to a nice climax.

After more than five years spent in 
Chicago as an orchestra leader and con- 
ductor of a @ancing school, Benny 
Meroff returns east with a 16-piece band 
that relies more on hoke comedy than 
music to get over. In their novelty and 
singing bits they are on similar lines 
with the Fred Waring and Horace Heidt 
Organizations, while their comedy at 
times carries them into the Frank and 
Milt Britton low-hoke levels. All told, it 
is an entertaining aggregation and, at 
this house, was still getting show- 
stopping applause after 34 minutes. 

Meroff, in collegiate dress, leads his 
men in the nervous Cab Calloway Style, 
either just hopping around or breaking 
into dance steps. He is a personable 
leader and besides conducting and danc- 
ing, runs thru @ sock session on freak 
string and wind instruments.

(Reviewed Thursday Evening, October 29, 
at the Central, New York) 


Emmett Callahan’s show is, no doubt, 
one of the better ones on the circuit, 
but the way the Minskys run their at- 
tractions here, all a reviewer can do is 
give the show the benefit of the doubt. 
Show calls for $2,050 and is headed by 
Ann Corio. Minsky-Weinstock combo, 
however, allow a straight $1,550 for all 
attractions, with the result that Miss 
Corio could not very well afford to appear 
here or at any other “cut” house. _Miss 
Corio will rejoin the show the week after 
next at the Irving Place. 


Billy Fields, eccentric comic, heads the 
funmakers, with Chuck Callahan, second 
comic, doing tramp. Lew Petel is straight 
man, and Larry Clark, character straight. 
Harry Ryan and Tiny Huff work both as a 
vaudeville team and alone. Jean Gaskell, 
ingenue, is doing talk and singing. Flor- 
ence and Marion Bowers complete the 
cast of principals. 

There is no danger of a dearth of 
laughs with Fields and Callahan on the 
job. They have several unusually funny 
scenes which they work up powerful, es- 
pecially that of the street shooting, with 
Fields as the cop. Fields also does a fun 
scene as a souse in a restaurant; while 
still anather is the baby bit, with Calla- 
han as the baby and Fields the mother. 
Petel makes a dignified straight, while 
Miss Gaskell does likewise with her talk. 
Ryan and Huff do clever hoofing; the lat- 
ter having an unusually fine voice, does 
a strip, as well as make an attractive 
blond eyeful. Bower Sisters contribute 
several fine specialties and make them 
snappy as well as entertaining. They 
are a sister act far above the average for 
burlesque. 

Chorus does its numbers well, but 
seem to have been chosen more for their 
ability to wear costumes rather than 
their hoofing proclivities.

Qn Play-Jury Personnel 


Picks names for panel from which committees of five 
are to be drawn—ready in two or three weeks—need 


for secrecy stressed by Dr. 


Moskowitz 


NEW YORK, Oct. 31— The play-viewing plan of the Conference Board of the 
Theater, the plan which has been concocted in order to avoid outsije ceusorship, 
will be ready for cperation with:n two or three weeks. Meetings of the board nave 
been held all week, cuJminating in a session on Thursday attendec by Frank 
Gillmore, president of Equity; Paul Turner, Equity counsel; Arthur Byror. ard 
Priestly Morrison, members of the Council of the actors’ organization; Dr. Henry 
Moskowitz, adviser to the League of New York Theaters, and Prock Pemberton 


and Rowland Stebbins, members of the 
League’s board of governors, 

The meeting accomplished a two-fold 
Purpose. It practically completed the 
drawing up of by-laws and procedure to 
govern the Conference Board and its five- 
person play juries. And it went over the 
jist of names submitted by the American 
Arbitration Association in an attempt to 
pick the panel gf 100 people who are to 
be called upon to view questionable plays 
and report upon their obscenity. The 
panel, ultimately, will be comprised of €0 
men and 40 women, with three men and 
two women serving on each of the in- 
cividual committees. All names will be 
kept secret. 

This secrecy has given rise to attacks in 
certain quarters, with much talk of in- 
quisitorial methods and the like. Dr. 
Moskowitz, however, defends the position 
of the Conference Board by saying that 
the secrecy 1s part of a plan to keep all 
possible publicity away from objection- 
able plays. The moment the producer of 
such a play gets news of an impending 
investigation he capitalizes upon it. 
Such publicity, according to Moskowitz, 
is the worst possible wey of killing an 
otjectionable show. ‘ 

It will take the unanimous vote of the 
committee of five assigned to view any 
play to cause the complete removal of 
that play thru the calling out of the 
cast by Equity. If there is a division of 
opinion, changes in the script will satisfy 
the Conference Board. It is not known, 
bowever, how those changes will work 
out in actual practice, for the standard 
contract between producers and mem- 
bers of the Dramatists’ Guild calls for 
no changes in an author’s script without 
his specific consent, and the dramatists 
recently withdrew from the conference, 
obiecting to censorship of any kind what- 
soever. 

Moskowitz yesterday expressed himself 
as confident that the mere existence of 
such a system as is contemplated would 
have a beneficial effect, deterring pro- 
cucers from putting on questionable 
shows. Conferences on the choice of 
names for the play-viewing panel wili 
continue, and thereafter the people 
chosen must be invited to participate. It 
is figured that that will take two or three 
weeks more, but then the Conference 
Board should be ready for action. 


_ Kondolf-Folmer Plan Show 


ROCHESTER, N. Y., Oct. 31.—George 
Kondolf Jr. and Walter Folmer, who last 
year operated the Kondolf-Folmer Stock 
Company here, said that they would pro- 
duce a new play, A Woman of That Kind, 
by Lillian Day and Lyon.

Curtain, which occasionally sends off 
flashes of canny and—as far as these 

shores are concerned—uncommon sense, 
has an article in its last issue on dra- 


matic critics. The article decides, after 
much proing and even conning, that 
critics should be abolished, thereby lin- 
ing up with Lee Shubert and a couple 
of the other boys. If we leave aside the 
possible justice of the arguments of 
R. C. Barnes, who wrote the squib (tho 
that justice is occasionally questionable), 
the piece contains several paragraphs 
that eminefitly bear quoting: 


“One lady,” says Mr. Barnes in his 
discussion of a certain trend in criticism, 
“was recently hailed by an eminent 
critic as a great actress on the way she 
spoke a single line. Now I have always 
understood that it takes more than one 
swallow to make a summer, and to sug- 
gest that a great actress can be made 
by One line, or one part, or even one 
kind of part, seems to me the limit in 
damfoolishness. 

“Such critics are a hindrance to the 
development of dramatic art; and, inci- 
dentally, to the ready-made actresses 
themselves, who must eventually realize 
that it takes more to build a sound and 
lasting reputation than the premature 
adujation of susceptible critics.” 

Mr. Barnes, in that incidental objec- 
ticn, puts his finger on one of the major 
and most pernicious trends of modern 
criticism. Our drama tasters are always 
(or almost always, at any rate) prone to 
go for personalities in the theater, leav- 
ing the acting to take care of itself. 
Such highly touted mimics as Katharine 
Cornell, who recently made one of the 
most generous theatrical gestures of all 
time, or Gertrude Lawrence, who most 
emphatically should have kept to the 
song-and-dance field, are, as has been 
said hereabouts time and time again, 
not really mimics at all. They are 
projectors of a personality (an intriguing 
one in each case) and they manage to 
fit that personality into whatever part 
they may be called upon to play. 

To get further down the line, there 
are also those numerous stagefolk who

are hailed as superlative pretenders be- 
cause they do one type of role and do 
it well. They are not, as the critics 
insist, actors; they are merely good type 
players who would be completely lost if 
they were ever called upon to do any- 
thing outside of their types. 

Still further down the line, and worst 
of all, are the cases of those young 
folk—almost invariably female — who 
have the choicest critical adjectives 
heaped upon their narrow shoulders be- 
cause they are pretty, because their per- 
sonalities appeal to the lads who sit in 
aisle seats on first nights and because 
they have managed to get thru one part 
without actually falling down in their 
lines. Muriel Kirkland, with her Strictly 
Dishonorable appearance, was a case in 
point. It may be that Miss Kirkland 
really was an actress when the critical 
hosannehs hit her startled ears—she has 
gone a long way toward proving it since 
—but the critics didn’t know that when 
Strictly Dishonorable rolled up its pre- 
miere curtain. And a ease even more to 


/ the point is that of Margaret Sullavan, 


who, on a very mediocre showing in a 
pash and push-over opus titled A Modern 
Virgin, was written of all over the place 
as tho she were a coming Mrs. Campbell. 
Miss Sullavan was not then—and this 
corner doubts if she ever will be—an 
above-the-average actress. As she showed 
herself in last spring’s appearance she 
was not even average. But by a certain 
obvious stage coquetting, by an un- 
doubted spirit of youth, but a pretty 
face and by an almost pitiable lack of 
knowledge of the very fundamentals of 
acting she managed to win her way into 
as great an ovation as any real actress 
could ever hope for. 

It is a pernicious practice, this over- 
touting of a personality that happens to 
appeal to the reviewer, a practice that is 
misleading and unfair to everybody con- 
cerned. It by no means damns the en- 
tire system of criticism (being attrib- 
utable merely to individual errors), but 
it gives people like Mr. Barnes something 
concrete to write about.

Messrs Schwab & Mandel have pro- 
duced better operettas in the past, and 
Sigmund Romberg has given us better 
music to listen to. East Wind, their 
combined present effort, is nothing to go 
wild over, being able to boast of nothing 
else except a beautiful massing of color. 
It is to be hoped that their future ef- 
forts in the operetta field will at least be 
as good as their past productions of The 
Desert Song and New Moon, by which it 
is not meant that East Wind is a dismal 
failure, but that it comes very close to 
being one. 

Its 12 scenes are laid mostly in a new- 
to-musical-comedy locale, that of Saigon, 
Indo-China. It concerns itself chiefly 
with a young girl recently graduated 
from a convent, who meets a young man 
shortly before she is to leave her home in 
Marseilles for the Far East, where she is 
to live with her father whom she hasn’t 
seen for years. The young man is 
bound, as she is, for Saigon, and after 
they arrive there they are married. The 
young husband soon becomes enamored 
with a native girl, and his wife is brok- 
enhearted, but consoled to some extent 
by the young man’s elder brother, who is 
in love with her. Matters go from bad 
to worse, but, with the aid of a few 
vaudeville acts, a play within a play, and 
a touch of romance that smacks heavily 
of Seventh Heaven, the girl and the 
older brother go off together, while her 
old schoolmaster sings something about 
“the cows in the meadow, and the sheep 
in the heather.” That is, of course, after 
the husband and his native girl have 
died, which happened in the play within 
the play. 

The whole show is a tedious affair ex- 
cept for some excellent singing. It is 
doubtful whether any of the numbers 
will prove popular, with the possible ex- 
ception of a solo, I’d Be a Fool, sung by 
Charlotte Lansing. 

There is nothing outstanding in the 
dances that Bobby Connolly has staged, 
and last night’s audience was not excited 
about them, altho a prettier collection of 
girls is hard to imagine. 

Incidentally, it would not be a bad

idea for the show girls to smile a little 
when the comedian, Joe Penner, is going 
thru his paces. At that they're not to be 
blamed. It would be hard to smile un- 
less they appreciate the kind of comedy 
that depends on red ties and talking 
thru the nose. 

Charlotte Lansing was very lovely. as 
the young girl in love with her hus- 
band’s brother, and J. Harold Murray, as 
that brother, was as handsome as one 
would expect. The only other bright 
spots of the evening were the pert little 
Vera Marsh and the Mullen Sisters with 
their harmony. 

Perhaps the lyrics might have proved 
interesting, but the diction was bad. And 
anyhow it would need more than that to 
help the evening along.

When the curtain dropped on the 


first act of the Chodorov-Barton Wonder 
Boy, which Jed Harris has brought to 
the Alvin, this corner had the lead for 
its review already mapped out. “Up in 
the wilds of 52d street,” that now-dis- 
carded lead was to say, “Mr. Jed Harris, 
with the chastening lessons of Art be- 
hind him and the Cossacks, as Richard 
Maney suggested. combed out of his 
curls, has unleashed the season’s first 
dramatic hit.” For the first act of the 
Chodorov-Barton Wonder Boy is an un- 
adulterated howl, a slam-bang, rousing, 
whirlwind farce that wowed the house 
and threw it into a laughing delirium. 
But with much regret it must be re- 
ported that the rest of the play failed 
to live up to the promise of that first 
act. 

Wonder Boy attempts to do for the 
New York angle of the movie business 
what Once in a Lifetime did for the 
Hollyweod end. It tells (when it’s not 
too busy doing other things) of Peter 
Hinkle, a boy who wants to be a dentist 
and who is, all unknowing, caught up 
by Paragon Pictures in an attempt to 
build him as a star. His name, without 
his knowledge, is changed to Buddy 
Windsor, and the huge, grinding wheels 
of movie ballyhoo begin ¢hurning and 
whirting about him, as he Survgys them 
wide-eyed and uncomprehending, in- 
genuous and dumb. 


Peter coesn’t want to be a star: he 
wants to do as his mother told him and 
study at N. Y. U. to be a dentist. But 
then, as.one of the characters remarks, 
the world is lousy with dentists, and 
Paragon stars don’t bloom on every tree. 
So Peter, the high-pressure sales- 

. 


mauship of Phil Mashkin, the Prince of 
Paragon, signs a long-term contract ai 
the munificent salary of 160 bucks a 
week, and his name goes up in lights 
outside the Capitol. 

fhe ballyhooers arrange for a gala 
premiere, replete with celebrities and 
featuring a personal appearance of the 
new star. Peter is browbeaten into 
showing himself on the stage, and, us 
it is probably needless to tell, both pic- 
ture and appearance are complete and 
Overwhelming flops. Whereat the rest 
of the play is concerned with Mashkin’s 
attempts to get rid of his new star, and 
Peter’s final and joyful return to his 
dental school, aided and abetted by that 
flat contradiction in terms, a soft- 
hearted and sentimental lady press 
agent. 

All of this is combined with a lot of 
extremely funny unveiling of the tricks 
of the trade, an unveiling which, how- 
ever, is sometimes at odds with what 
there is of story. Neither action nor 
phraseology is gentle, nor should they 
be. They are rousing, lusty, gusty and 
grand. One of the more printable cracks 
concerns the agent who went to Chicago 
during a Boy Scout convention. “I was,” 
says he, “up to my belly in Scouts.” 
Whith is palely indicative of the dialog. 

The cast that acts the modified frenzy 
of the joint authors is about all that 
anyone could ask. William Challee, as 
Peter, appeared sufficiently dumb to be 
really the movies’ latest find. Jeanne 
Greene, as the soft-hearted press agent, 
did by far the best work of her career. 
Robert Leonard. as chief of the ja-ja 
boys, was more than sufficient, and so 
was everyone else in the long cast line- 
up. But the honors of the evening go 
to Gregory Ratoff, who finally found 
a place in the sun as Paragon’s Mr. 
Mashkin. Ratoff, as grand a character 
comedian as ever you could find, for 
too long been submerged in bad parts 
and productions. He is as good in his 
way as his wife, Eugenie Leontovich, is 
in hers. . 

Harris gave the piece a splendid pro- 
duction, returning to the wildfire pace 
rset his earlier efforts and not missing a 
trick. 

It is a pity that Wonder Foy avoids 
(and by so little) the smash that it 
might have been. If only Harris had 
tried it on the road first, instead of 
opening it cold, it might have shaped 
up into a second Once in a Lifetime. 
But as it stands, the first act is a hi- 
larious expose that raises all sorts of 
expectations, the second act only par- 
tially dashes those expectations by con- 
centrating on the story of Peter, and the 
third act, with Peter's story already told, 
hammers again on the nail of movie 
methods, evoking laughs, but standing 
as a sharp break in interest and con- 
tinuity from the previous stanze. If the 
telling of some of Peter’s saga had been 
postponed until that last act (as it 
could easily have been) then interest 
in both phases of the Chodorov-Barton 
opus might have been constant to the 
end. : 

As things stand in that last act, the 
audience is up to its midriff in movie 
magnates.

Mourning Becomes Electra (or, if you 
care for subtitles, Down the Centuries 
With Eugene O'Neill) is the long-awaited 
trilogy by America’s #irst Dramatist, 
which the Theater Guild raptly pre- 
sented at 4 o’clock Monday afternoon 
and kept on presenting until late Mon- 
day night. As everyone—including the 
Scandinavian—must know by this time, 
it is composed of three plays concerning 
the same characters, each play a separate 
dramatic entity or at least intended to 
be so by the author, but if anyone tells 
you can enjoy the evening’s enter- 
tainment without having been present 
at the afternoon’s, leave him quickly. 
The three parts are intertwined in 
theme, treatment, plot and everything 
else. 

The plays are an adaptation and 
modernization of the Electra theme 
which the ancient Greeks handled more 
briefly and (may curses be upon the 
head of the blasphemer!) a. great deal 
better. In O’Neill’s hands the locale is 
shifted to New England, the time is 
shifted to the period immediately fol- 
lowing the Civil War, and the audience 
is shifted out to supper and back to the 
theater again during the almost unend- 
ing course of the action. The Guild is 
presenting the show (a three-ring circus 
it is, with a few extra rings to under 
the eyes of the customers) as h the 
second and third productions of its 14th 
subscription season. It could present it 
as an entire season in itself and this 
cerner would certainly not argue 
about it. 

It might be overrash to state that 
Mr. O’Neill’s Mourning is a good one- 
acter etched into 14 acts, but it is 
definitely a good three-act melodrama 
pulled out to a marathon by an author 
who takes himself too seriously, by an 
author who wastes his own and his 
audiences’ time by delving into morbid 
psychology that is just as unreal, just 
as fundamentally unimportant—and 
certainly as unentertaining—as the 
sentimentality that is verboten by his 
devotees. It is this taking of himself 
too seriously which is, at bottom, the 
cause of all the unnecessary turmoil at 
the Guild. When in brief intervals, such 
as the grandly effective scene that is 
laid on the deck of a clipper, O'Neill 
forgets his self-seriousness and writes 
straight meller, he is splendidly effective 
and moving, bringing back the days of 
those fine earlier pieces which were done 
before he was saddled with the realiza- 
tion of being America’s First Dramatist. 


Por Mourning Becomes Electra is real- 
ly just meller, meller like, say, Payment 
Deferred, only far less ably written and 
with far less real ability to move the 
emotions of an audience. The magnifi- 
cent acting makes it occasionally stir- 
ring, but for long, long stretches one 
merely watches the twisted puppets of 
Maestro O'Neill going thru their pre- 
scribed paces without feeling much more 
than a perfunctory interest in what they 
are goihg to do. 

Your reporter realizes that all of this 
is going to be set down as rank heresy 
and also as rankly untrue. Intelligent 
faces will bob out of the dark at him to 
exclaim that they were profoundly 
moved. But those intelligent faces will 
be talking thru their probably just-as- 
intelligent hats. O’Neill, digging and 
searching thru the muck and scum of 
the human soul, emerges with his mud-

The average audience will find plenty 
of amusement in this picture. While 
it is no world beater, it has a human 
interest that makes it @ good programer. 
At the start we find Miss Oliver as a 
famous vaudeville star, Fanny Foley, 
making a big salary and happy to give 
her two daughters, Miss Chandler and 
Miss Hudson, everything they want. At 
the time she is happiest her husband 
dies suddenly. He is the son of a mil- 
lionaire, Hobart Bosworth, who disin- 
herited him when he married the vaude- 
ville player. After his death the million- 
aire makes a proposition to Miss Oliver 
to take her children, give them every- 
thing the heart desires, endow the 
mother with a yearly amount on con- 
dition she gives up the girls entirely. 


She refuses, saying her $1,000 a week 
will take care of their wants. e girls, 
placed in a fine finishing school, get up- 
stage and becomg ashamed of their 
mother’s grotesque. act. Finally she 
consents to the old man’s plan, but in- 
stead he installs her and the girls in a 
cottage on his estate. It is a pro- 
bationary occupancy of the house. Here 
the girls meet the grandfather for the 
first time, thinking he is former suitor 
cf their mother. Soon they have won 
their way into his heart and they visit 
him at a house party at his summer 
place in the Adirondacks. Here the 
younger of the two girls, who leaned 
more to her mother, is believed to have 
spent the night with a boy at a hotel.

It has plenty of 
action, and is well played and nicely di- 
rected by George B. Seitz.

“The Unholy Garden” 
(UNITED ARTISTS)

minutes. 
(Release date, October 10) 

There is not a finer player on the 
screen than Ronald Colman, The work 
of Ben Hecht and Charles McArthur, as 
authors of plays and motion pictures, has 
made them famous, as noted by The 
Front Page. George Fitzmaurice has 
turned out some fine pieces of directorial 
work. But the authors and director have 
not done right by this latest Samuel 
Goldwyn production. 


And the mdin trouble lies at the door 
of the authors. It is difficult to tell 
whether these two clever writers were 
trying to kid themselves that they had 
an out of the ordinary story and finished 
up by kidding the story, but in none too 
gay a fashion. It is hard to tell whether 
the" story is making an effort at old- 
fashioned melodrama or _ burlesque. 
Whatever it is, it certainly is not a lik- 
able vehicle for Ronald Colman. It is 
only his fine personality that lends to it 
the little interest that it may possess. 
The studio, sets of an old garden in the 
desert and, the desert studio sets them- 
selves look like just what they are, studio 
sets. There is nothing realistic about 
them whatever. 

Colman tries hard to make an impos- 
sible character likable. That he succeeds 
at all is a credit to his ability. Estelle 
Taylor is good in the role of a detectress- 
seductress, while Fay Wray makes a 
pleasing romantic lead. Tully Marshall 
makes an eccentric blind miser an out- 
standing character, while Warren Hymer 
gets a few laughs out of the usual dumb, 
likable crook that he has played in sev- 
eral pictures recently.

Irene Dunne comes into stardom as 
the heroine of this production, which 
includes in its cast Pat O’Brien, Lester 
Vail, John Halliday, Matt Moore and 
Myrna Loy, The story turns out to be 
a pleasing double triangle affair that 
in its hd@ppier moments is delightful and 
in its more serious ones a bit tiring, due, 
no doubt, to the length of the film and 
Several scenes that are inclined to 
repetition. 

However, these same scenes will have 
an appeal to the feminine motion picture 
fans, as was attested at the first showing 
of the film here by the sniffles and 
handkerchiefs that were brought into 
play. Miss Dunne is a fine actress. She 
handles her comedy lines with the same 
finesse that she does the emotional ones 
and looks stunning thruout, even tho 
the beautiful and vampish Myrna Loy 
is the contender for her husband's af- 
fections. Pat O’Brien, having more of 
a devil-may-care role as in Front Page, 
appears to better advantage than he did 
in Personal Maid. The rest of the cast 
is perfect. 

The story is an original by Bill Cun- 
ningham, with the adaptation and dialog 
by Humphrey Pearson. Pearson has 
shown nice restraint in his handling 
of the various situations, and the lines 
bristle with an innocuous humor in the 
lighter moments. Paul Sloane has han- 
dled the direction nicely except for a 
little more speed in the scenes between 
mother and child.

‘The Sin of Madelon Claudet’

Helen Hayes appears as the star of this, 
her first motion picture. Miss Hayes 
gives a striking, distinctive and truly 
poignant portrayal of a role that is 
fraught with numerous emotions and 
several changes of characterization as the 
woman she portrays goes thru the years. 
It is Miss Hayes’ characterization that 
takes this picture out of the ordinary 
and makes the portrayal one of the really 
great achievements of the cinema in the 
past year. 

Based On Edward Knoblock’s play, 
Lullaby, the picture becomes slightly 
reminiscent of Madame X. It is a story 
of mother love, sacrifice and intense de- 
votion. It plays upon the heartstrings 
with a soft touch that finds its answer 
in a tear. It might be called old- 
fashioned in its story, but so tenderly 
and adroitly is it played that it becomes 
thoroly impressive. 


Put it down as @ personal triumph for 
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Miss Hayes and one that places her in 
an A-1 position with picture fans for 
future pictures. From a young innocent 
girl to a woman of the streets, and then 
to an undernourished, unkempt old 
woman does the character progress. And 
each makeup for the role is in itself a 
revelation. It is the portrayal of an 
artist. 

Miss Hayes has the support of Neil 
Hamilton, Lewis Stone, Robert Young, 
Marie Prevost, Cliff Edwards and Jean 
Hersholt, all of them appearing in short 
character portrayals to advantage. But 
in this picture nothing matters but the 
star. It is Miss Hayes alone who achieves 
the film success, tho Edgar Selwyn’s 
direction has aided quite nicely. 

The story starts with a young wife 
about to desert her physician-husband, 
who fails to give her the attention she 
thinks she needs. Jean Hersholt, an old 
friend of the physician, tells her the 
story to keep her from deserting, making 
her realize that another woman had gone 
thru far greater sacrifices for this great 
physician to achieve success than ever 
the wife could. That woman is the 
boy’s mother. The picture then flashes 
back and we see Miss Hayes, as a young 
girl, in love with an American artist in 
Paris. He is called home, marries an- 
other girl, and Miss Hayes’ infant is born. 
To support the child she consents to live 
with a wealthy man. Just as the man 
asks her to marry him he Its arrested and 
is found to be an international jewel 
thief. He kills himself and, tho Miss 
Hayes was innocent of his wrongdoing, 
she is sent to prison for 10 years. Re- 
leased, she looks up her son in an 
orphanage, and when she realizes he 
must have a background to become a 
great physician she does not divulge her 
identity, but leads the boy to believe his 
mother is dead. From then on she goes 
from bad to worse to secure money to 
give her boy the medical training he 
wants. It is from one man to another, 
always with the thought of her son in 
mind, until, as an old woman, she de- 
cides to commit herself to a charitable 
institution. But before she does she 
must see the boy, now a famous physi- 
cian, once again. She goes to his home, 
he, sees she is undernourished, and thru 
the old friend decides to take care of 
her in a little home just outside of 
Paris, never knowing she is the mother. 
So the story ends, with Hersholt finish- 
ing the tale. The wife decides the 
sacrifices she has made for her husband’s 
greatness are nothing compared to the 
mother’s. 


DE LUXE SHOWS 


Capitol, New York 


Horace Heidt and his Californians, as- 
sisted by a grouo of Chester Hale girls, 
comprise the entire stage show at the 
Capitol this week. 

Heidt works with his continued pep 
end speed, the act never slowing down 
for a moment. The Heidt Californians 
comprise ene of the must yersatile mu- 
sical aggregations on the stage today, and 
they usually have something new to offer. 

While most of their program is com- 
resed of oft-repeated numbers, they 
scored tremendously, each number being 
a genuine hit. Their more intimate 
numbers, except for the bass violinist’s 
impersonation of Chevalier, have been 
elminated, due to the immensity of the 
theater.

A spectacular and beautifully staged 
production, but slow in its action, par- 
ticularly in the scenes in one.

First is labeled 
Yesterday, with Patricia Bowman and 
Nicholas Daks presenting one of the 
neatest of their many double dance 
numbers. The ballet corps, attired as 
beiles and courtiers of another day, maks 
a nice background to the soloists.

boxes. assist. 

The second scene, Today, presents the 
Theremin, the new invention that is sup- 
posed to take music out of the air. Two 
numbers are offered on the novel instru- 
ment by Eugene Henry in the orchestra 
pit. Both numbers are slow and hold up 
proceedings. The Roxyettes follow in a 
radivm number that is surefire. A jazz 
symphony is offered by Beatrice Belkin, 
soprano, and Celia Branz, contralto, with 
Morton Gould at the piano. The singers 
offer Gershwin’s Rhapsody in Blue in 
harmony, followed by Gould playing 
Ravel's Bolero as a piano solo. 

The final scene, Tcmorrow, has Von 
Grona and his dancers in a number 
titled Rerolution. The scene, introduc- 
ing the dancers, together with the ballet 
and Roxyettes. is a modernistically con- 
ceived offering, giving the idea of an 
immense machine in motion. The num- 
ber is not as effective as others of this 
type that Von Grona has offered pre- 
viously at this house.

The Boris Petroff revue, Morning, Noon 
and Night, this week’s stage attraction, 
features the Ritz Brothers, supported by 
Allida Vanni, Duke McHale, the Ac- 
cordion Quintet and Ruby Shaw. A 
group of David Bines ballet girls do three 
neat routines. 

The first scene, Morning, has the Bines 
girls on with Ruby Shaw for a cute num- 
ber. followed by a few minutes with the 
Ritz Brothers in a comedy scene that 
registers sev@ral laughs. 

The second scene, Noon, opens with 
the Bines girls offering a tea-time toe 
number that is nicely routined end ex- 
ecuted.

dy monstrosities, proudly exhibiting 
them to a breathless world as something 
real and fundamental and profound. 
They are actually none of those things. 
They are far from ordinary human ex- 
perience; profound, possibly, if we mis- 
take abstruse unearthing for profundity, 
but certainly neither fundamental nor 
real, and they are utterly incapable of 
waking ordinary human reaction in a 
theater—at least as O’Neill presents 
them. They utterly fail to plumb the 
depths of emotion and experience; they 
are merely very special cases of abnormal 
psychology placed’ upon a stage and 
given pretentious platitudes to mouth, 
platitudes that reach profundity in the 
popular mind merely because they have 
been written by O’Neill. 

These same characters, treated as the 
melodramatic figures that they are, 
might have been powerfully effective. 
But, smothered in the author’s volumi- 
nous spacings from the back of the hu- 
man mind, they lose their true and 
original values, assuming false ones that 
are never borne out by fact. 

It is the seriousness with which 
O'Neill takes himself and with which 
he is taken by almost everybody else 
that indirectly imparts those false 
meanings. The trilogy, written as an 
unknown’s first attempt, would be con- 
sidered the arresting but misguided out- 
pourings of a playwright who had still 
to realize the comparative importance 
of his various values. But, coming from 
O'Neill, it is all sacrosanct. Audiences 
going to the show are self-consciously 
intelligent, and the whole affair assumes 
the aspect of an event. The customers 
did everything but stand up and sing 
a hymn yesterday afternoon before the 
curtain rose on the first play. 

Getting belatedly to the plot, it de- 
tails (and how it details!) the story of 
Lavinia Mannon, who seeks to keep her 
father’s honor while her mother ¢a'la- 
vants about with a sea captain. Pather 
is away fighting the Civil War, and 


things are further complicated by the 
fact that Vinnie wouldn’t mind having 
the captain for herself. Shs forces her 
mother to throw over the lover, and the 
older woman, wild with the only love 
that has reached her life since the bleak 
dawn of her honeymoon, plans to mur- 
der the father on his return. She man- 
ages to do it, undetected by any but 
Lavinia, and the first act ends with Pa 
Manron dead in bed, Ma Mannon in a 
faint on the floor and Vinnie prostrate 
upon her knees. And the audience can 
go cut for supper, leaving a body-strewn 
stage. 

The second play features the return 
from war of Orin, Vinnie'’s brother, be- 
tween whom and his mother there was 
always a powerful bond, Vinnie tells 
him of the laison and the murder, and 
proves her statemerts when she takes 
him to follow Ma Mannon on a visit to 
the captain’s ship. Orin waits until 
his mother has gone, shoots the sailor 
to avenge family honor and then goes 
back home with the news. His mother 
sees the stark and horrible passing of 
the love to which her starved life has 
clung, goes quietly into the house and 
shoots herself. 


The third play shows Orin going mad 
with remorse for having indirectly mur- 
dered his belcved mother, and Vinnie, 
her stern duty to the family code com- 
pleted, out to live, live, live! She en- 
gages herself to a good-looking young 
swain, but Orin follows his mother 
along the suicide route, the ghosts of 
the dead rise up to confound Vinnie’s 
etern sense of justice, and she breaks 
her engagement, shutting herself up 
forever with the evil pdst in the grim 
and moldering house of Mannon. 


That’s all there is to it, but O’Neill 
tells it with minute attention to every 
emotional detail and with his tisual 
complete incompetence in even the fun- 
damentals of decent play-making. As 
an example, his “planting” in the first 
scene is the most obvious since the 
days when butlers would talk to tele- 
phones in order to let the audience in 
on the plot. And the play, so long that 
its genuine emotional values are lost 
and foundered in the surging and dis- 
ordered sea of distracting detail, is 
padded unconscionably. It is compli- 
cated with overtones, such as the cap- 
tain’s relation to the Mannons, that 
have no bearing on the fundamental 
plot. Its outlines are buried deep, and 
the whole thing is far too long and too 
diffuse—too minutely occupied with ab- 
struse psychological states—to leave a 
single, lasting impression 

All of this. however, doesn’t mean 
that it won't be popular. The splendid 
cast alone should make it so, with Alice 
Brady turning in a grand performance 
as Lavinia; Earle Larimore doing well 
by Orin, the minor parts all being in 
capable hands and Nazimova rising to 
almost unscalable heights as the mother. 
Nazimova, in fact, turned in so sus- 
tained an emotional performance that it 
must be seen to be believed. 

Mourning Becomes Electra will, unless 
the #6 price and the early opening work 
against it, be popular in spite of all. 
Audiences bored stiff will probably stay 
to the bitter end and go home to tell 
their friends how magnificently stirring, 
how classically inevitable, how super- 
humanly splendid it all is—merely be- 
cause it happens to be by America’s 
First Dramatist. If they—and he, too— 
would only forget for a while that he 
is America’s First Dramatist, he might 
again turn out a good play, a stirring 
play, a play that would create a single 
lasting impression instead of going 
beyond all possible human endurance 
thru its diffuseness and the self- 
conscious iconoclasm of its author.

E HEAR tfequent squawks anent 

the great mass of bologna ema- 

nating from the major radio 
organizations, which is somewhat of a 
paradox, since the squawks come from 
the very sources that help to originate 
nearly all of the said bologna. Radio 
departments of big city newspapers, in 
their endeavor to run alleged scoops 
every day when there aren't enough to 
go around, buzz various employees, listen 
to irresponsible sources, and even seri- 
ously take to heart tips handed out by 
rivals in jobs, not to mention hearsay 
around the professional departments of 
music publishers. In short, they are 
ripe targets for getting over anything 
the Opposition wants said about the 
other fellow. 

A radio writer, for instance, will buzz 
an underling or a head of a department 
who has no right to talk, is without 
proper authority to be quoted, and under 
cover of anonymity lets out a zealous 
yarn such as his concern grabbing off 
$6,000,000 worth of new business in @ 
few months. Story is run and others 
yell because they didn’t receive any such 
press release. Whereupon the press de- 
partment of the radio chain hastens to 
explain that it was an exclusive story 
with so-and-so, which he dug up him- 
self and which was subsequently picked 
up by other papers. 

This is only one instance. Regarding 
the $6,000,000 worth of new business re- 
cently credited_to NBC, that outfit’s 
executives never heard about it except- 
ing what they read in the papers. They 
will tell you that if all the leads, ac- 
counts in negotiation and every possibje 
quarter hour they hope to get were 
actually @igned, sealed and delivered it 
might total that much new business. 

Speaking of NBC, if anybody is op- 
posed to phony statements, ghost writing 
and any hooey just to fill newspaper 
space, it is M. H. Aylesworth, president. G. 
F. McClelland, v.-p. and general manager, 
will readily give a yes or no on the truth 
or untruth of a rumor and never hands 
out the,“don’t quote me” stuff, and the 
reason is quite obvious. No one around 
the NBC or away from it is any more 
frank than George Engels, head of the 
Artists’ Service. If they were to be at 
the beck and call of radio newswriters 
they would be running 20 hours a day 
answering questions, and the next day 
would be a repetition. 

Eventually all worth-while news that 
is considered suitable for release for the 
edification of radio fans certainly gets a 
ride on the mimeograph under the able 
direction of the. director of publicity. 
By the time the several radio columnists 
have got thru making wrong guesses the 
lowdown is actually released as per 
schedule. So what? Probable net result 
is that some poor radio artist winds up 
with the short end of the stick for no 
good reason, or the readers imane enough 
to load up on the radio stuff finally 
decide they’re cured and lay off. For 
there is a vast difference between legiti- 
mate news scoops and a_ consistent 
series of unfounded rumors and other 
matter desperately taken in lieu éf news 
because a column must be filled. 

Some radio stations do send out im- 
possible copy now and then, but it nearly 
always is in the way of a boost for some 
artist. This is no different from any 
other press department in allied amuse- 
ment fields. 


F THE plans of one of the large vaude- 

film circuits work out as expected 

there will be openings for a number 
of orchestras of the entertaining type 
to work in the pit and double on the 
stage for a few minutes. In which case 
the staid theater musician seems des- 
tined to be slowly but surely removed. 
Pepped up overtures, hoke comedy, plus 
popular tunes in dance tempo, a few 
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singers, all are the attributes of the 
average jazz band about town. The old- 
time pit man can hardly be expected to 
remain young forever; he has no s. a. 
with his sparsely settled head, Carnegie 
Hall locks, or what have you? What is 
he going to do? For a while he will be 
safe behind the mike. With television 
in the offing he will again be kept mov- 
ing, excepting, perhaps, when the concert 
and symphony orchestras are at bat. 

Despite the classical music dispensed 
at the large movie houses, for years the 
leaders and conductors have been work- 
ing in younger men, hot trumffets, etc., 
all of them chosen for the work they did 
when appearing with some stage band 
or other. The musical director wants a 
man who not only can play in the pit, 
but who looks good from out front when 
on the stage, and, of course, he has to 
deliver musically. This kind of work is 
not for the weakling. It’s plenty tough. 
Money used to be pretty nice for all of 
them until recent economic cuts hit 
here and there. It still isn’t so hard to 
take, despite those four and five shows a 
day, plus rehearsals.

In Salary Squabble 


CORNELIA, Ga., Oct. 31. — Allegedly 
firing a pistol without removing the 
weapon from a pocket of his coat, Jack

Van Wagner’s body was 
shipped to his parents’ home in Con- 
neaut, Pa., for burial. 


Two members of the Jack Norman 
company, eye-witnesses to the shooting, 
but who ask that their names be with- 
held, describe the affair as follows: 

“After the opening performance at 
Clarksville, Ga., Monday night, October 
26, an argument arose between Jack 
Norman and Van Wagner regarding 
money due members of the company. 
Latter objected to money being paid to 
,one of the canvasmen, stating that it 
should go to the actors. To the mem- 
bers of the show present the argument 
didn’t seem to be heated enough to even 
cause them to fight. 

“Suddenly, however, Norman flared up 
and struck Van Wagner. and before Van 
Wagner could come back at him Nor- 
man shot him thru the heart.”. 

As we go to press, Jack Norman, who 
escaped in his car, has not been appre- 
hended. The show, of course, ‘closed, 
leaving the members stranded.

What Happened to the Tents? 
Several weeks ago Frank R. Dare, Chi- 

cago representative of the Actors’ Equity 

Association, contributed his valuable an- 


nyal report on stock and repertoire, 


companies during the past season. At 
that time he was unable to report on 
the tent dramatic companies, for in 
many instances their seasons had not 
closed. There are, of course, some com- 
panies which, with the advent of cold 
weather in the Northern States, migrate 
to the South and remain in operation 
most, if not all, of the winter. For the 
greater part of the tent shows, however, 
the Season is over and, to all practical 
intents and purposes, this picture may 
be accepted as complete for that field 
of dramatic endeavor. 

“There were 151 dramatic tent com- 
panies operating in the United States 
and Canada from March 1 to and in- 
cluding September 30, 1931,” writes Mr. 
Dare. “This is a loss of 24.8 per cent 
from the preceding season. Of those 151 
companies we have accurate statistics 
covering the length of engagement of 42 
companies. Said statistics show the 42 
companies to have played a total of 708 
weeks, which is an average of 16.85 weeks 
per company. 

“We believe this figure to be about the 
average our statistics would have shown 
had we been able to secure them on the 
entire 151 companies. Rather than risk 
‘an exaggeration, however, we shall omit 
the fragtion and use the 16 weeks as 
the average season’s length. This would 
Mean the 151 companies played a total 
of 2,416 weeks from March 1 to Septem- 
ber 30, 1931, as against 3,417 weeks for 
the previous season, which is a loss of 
1,001 weeks’ employmerft for our mem- 
bers in the tent-show field. 

“These 151 companies, employing an 
average of nine acting members to each 
company (which is the average used in 
previous statistics and in which there 
seems to be no change), therefore used 
1,359 people. 

“Comparison with the preceding sea- 
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son shows that 450 fewer of our members 
received employment in the tent-show 
field during this season. 

“With regard to salaries received by 
tent-show members we find, as we did 
in the stock and rep field, that salaries 
were lower this season. The past few 
years we found the average tent-show 
salary to be $50 a week, but we are now 
reluctantly compelled to reduce this 
average to $40. 

“Assuming an average weekly salary of 
$40 to be correct, it would mean that 
tit™ acting members of the 151 dramatic 
tent shows received the sum of $869,760 
in salaries from March 1 to September 
30, 1931. Comparing this figure with 
salaries received during a like period last 
season, we find this season shows a loss 
of $667,890. 

“The Central States again led in tent- 
show actiyities, having had exactly 100 
companies; a loss of 36 companies from 
the preceding season. 

“The Southern group was again sec- 
ond with 32 companies; a loss of 14 
companies. 

“The Eastern group again came third 
with 11 companies; a loss of 2 companies. 

“The Western group had five com- 
panies; a loss of one company. 

“The. New England group had three 
companies; a gain of three companies, 
inasmuch as we could find no record ef 
a single dramatic tent company in this 
territorial division during the previous 
season. 

“Canada again had no dramatic tent 
shows during the period covered by our 
statistics of which we could find any 
record.” 

These statistics are the result of long 
and painstaking investigation on the 
part of Mr. Dare and present an accurate 
picture of the condition of the theater’s 
minor leagues. They are a valuable 
contribution to the statistics of the 
theater for which future historians of 
that institution may well give thanks. 


“Grand Hotel” Helps Fund

We were well aware 
of the seriousness of his illness up to 
the last, and one or two members of the 
company visited the hospital and viewed 
the body before it was sent home.

New York Association 
Of Little Theaters 


The New York Association of Little 
Theaters, organized last May by Jo- 
sephine M. Bennett and Benn Hall, held 
its first meeting of the new season in 
Qctober at the Sutton Hotel, New York. 


The Association is composed of New 
York Little Theater groups, their mem- 
bers and others interested in both the 
non-professional and professional theater. 
Its aim is to “help the Little Theater to 
help itself and to elevate the standard 
of its productions.” 


Altho this is its first regular season, 
an interesting program of activities is be- 
ing prepared. It is expected to inaugu- 
rate a season of lectures and discussions 
and to attempt to gain the support of a 
larger, critical public.

A branch of this clearing 
house will be a registry bureau for play- 
ers, directors and other workers in the 
little theater. Information and advice 
regarding little theatér openings and 
needs will be obtainable. 

Various departments to include cos- 
tuming, staging, scenic designing and 
playwriting and selection are to be or- 
ganized. When funds permit it is hoped 
to establish a theater library. 

Still another division will be one for 
playwrights. New playwrights of prom- 
ise will be thus given an opportunity to 
have their plays produced. The desire 
for experimentation and the compara- 
tively low cost of production make the

ary not only protects the new people 
from, exploitation in coming in the pro- 
fession, but it protects our old members.

Since all must receive at least the 
minimum salary established by the Cho- 
rus Equity, there is no object, from the 
point of economy, in engaging ama- 
teurs. 

Be sure that your correct address is 
on file at the office. Frequently our 
members lose engagements hecause we 
are unable to find persons for whom 
managements have asked. It is not 
necessary to come to the office to change 
your address; you can send us a post- 
card givigg us the change. 

Are you registered in the Chorus 
Equity classes, both dramatic and danc- 
ing? With the scarcity of work, compe- 
tition is becoming far keener. You 
must be not only a good chorus worker 
—you must be a far better chorus worker 
than the average if you hope to obtain 
werk, 

All of our classes cost 50 cents an 
hour. We have special teachers for each 
class. Nowhere in the city can one ob- 
tain instruction at the prices charged 
by the Chorus Equity. If you are out 
of work and cannot pay, you can at least 
be studying and increasing your chances 
of getting the next engagement offered. 

Many times members come here and 
attempt to gain in a couple of days 
instruction which it would take them, 
months to get properly. Don’t wait un- 
til you hear of a call to prepare for it. 

Our constitution definitely defines 
members in good standing as members 
who, on the first of May or. the first 
of November, _ good standing to 
the next due peri There is not, as 
some of our members appear to think, 
a 30-day grace allowed. As a courtesy, 
this grace is given to people who are 
unemployed. It does not extend to those 
who are working. 


Your contract provides that you must 
be a member in good standing\and re- 
main a member in good standing for 
the duration of your engagement. If 
you do not do this you are in the same 
position as a person who has allowed 
an insurance policy to lapse. 

Don't add to the work of your deputy 
by expecting him to collect dues. You 
don't give him the money paid you for 
— extra performances because you are 

an Equity member.

Makeup Makes You 
Beautiful—But! 


Only when it is correctly applied. We 
treat this subject today after a visit with 
a most bewitching actress. She is not 
beautiful, in the accepted sense, but she 
can wield the cleverest hand at line and 
color. She admitted, with some pride 
that she knew her unusual attractiveness 
Was the result of her skillful makeup 
She had made a study of herself, her 
type, her colors and lights and shadcs. 
By close harmony of scheme she had pro- 
Guced a beautiful symphony. 


Makeup cannot, of itself, make anyone 
beautiful. Careiessly chosen and incor- 
rectly applied it subtracts rather than 
adds. Makeup, in varying forms and 
colors, is placed tm the hands of people 
that they may work with them and find 
that magic twist, that particularly har- 
monious color effect and that extra touch 
here and there. Mak>19 should be worked 
with as much care and thought as paint 
and brush in the hands of an artist. 
This applies to stage as well as street 
makeup. Often the excellent work of a 
screen actress is badly spoiled by a close. 
up which reveals daubed makvup, yhile 
overdone and incorrectiy applied stage 
makeup becomes a grotesque mask. 


Fundamentally, to secure a smooth, 


“even makeup, the skin underneath must 


be smooth. 
blemished skin does not hide the blem- 
ishes. However, if one is afflicted with a 
rough skin, something must be done to 
cim the blemishes during the process of 
clearing them from the system. This 
may be done by using a liquid powder as 
a foundation before applying makeup, s0 
that a light film is placed upon the skin, 
giving it a pearly appearance. The 
liquid powder, be sure it is a safe and 
pure one, will to some extent cover up 
the blemishes and at the same time it 
acts as a protective film. 

Selection of the type of powder you use 
Gepends upon your skin, whether it is 
oily, dry or normal. It is extremely im- 
portant that you use a powder which 
lends itself softly, rather than irritates. 
Next in importance is the shade and 
tint of your powder, rouge and lipstick. 
The wrong shade will throw your whole 
picture into a sorry spectacle, and the 
correct colors will produce a beautiful, 
natural tone. This question of harmo- 
nizing cosmetics with your own coloring is 
of such vital importance that beauty 
specialists are using color charts to de- 
termine your tints in much the same 
manner as the dentist matches the 
shades of your teeth when you need an 
artificial tooth. Lipstick and cheek 
rouge should match in kind and color. 


The charming actress, mentioned in 
this article, has a very youthful appear- 
ance about the eyes. Her secret is to 
touch the lids lightly with cream, then 
remove it quickly. This leaves the lids 
with something of an oily appearance 
which gives a most youthifying effect. 
For this purpose she us®s an eye cream, 
made esnecially for nourishing the skin 
around the eyes and keeping it free from 
wrinkles. In this way she accomplishes 
two beauty helps. 


She uses eye shadow, very, very lightly 
in the daytime, and it is almost imper- 
ceptible, yet there is a faint trace which 
emphasizes and gives depth and allure. 
Her brows are arched and outlined with 
a pencil, lightly, too. Her hair is auburn, 
which is the reason she used a brown 
pencil, brown mascare and light brown 
eye shadow. At night, she tells us, she 
uses different shades of eye shadow ac- 
cording to the color of her costume. She 
loves violet shadow and uses it when- 
ever she possibly cah. She wouldn't use 
it for anything, if it did not harmonize 
with her entire ens®mble and color 
scheme. Give a little thought, sisters, te 
vour own natural colors and the color of 
your costume, when applying makeup.

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Possible Factionalism Avoided 
By Postponement of Fair Meeting 


IT HOUT douht there was regret that 

the annual meeting of the Interna- 

tional Association of Fairs and Ex- 
positions has been postponed from the last 
week of November, at Toronto, to February, 
at Chicago, because of the general business 
depression. 

And there no doubt was also regret that 
because of the postponement it was neces- 
sary to abandon the annual banquet and ball 
of the Showmen’s League, which hinges 
upon the IAFE meeting and also was to be 
held at Toronto this vear. 

These two affairs have been regular 
earlv-winter functions for a long time— 
affairs upon which all eves of the outdoor 
world have been focused each year—affairs 
looked forward to with a great deal of en- 
thusiasm annually. 

There are probably some who question 
the wisdom of the IAFE board in deciding 
upon the postponement. For their benefit 
iet it be said that the problem was a dif- 
ficult-one to solve. Fair-men, showmen, 
booking agents, etc., of the East and also 
Eastern Canada probably would have gone 
to Toronto in good numbers. On the other 
hand the sentiment of a number of those of 
other sections of the United States and 
Canada was in favor of Chicago because of 
its central location making transportation 
costs about equal for all concerned. And 
there were those too who would not attend 
because of low finances—either at Toronto 
or Chicago. 

Anyway it was a matter for the IAFE 
tc settle and, in our opinion, this was done 
in the proper manner—thru a questionnaire 
to its members. The majority favored post- 
ponement, and it was only natural that the 
board decided that way. The Billboard was 
requested to take a hand in the matter by 
some of its readers, but decided to remain 
neutral, feeling that the question was one 
for the fair men themselves to decide. 

Regardless of what some might think, 


we believe the [AFF board used good judg- 
ment in its decision. Had the meeting been 
held at Toronto the last week of this month, 
or switched to Chicago at that time, there 
would have 
tionalism developing, and this in turn would 
have hampered the success of the November 
fair meeting and the SLA banquet and baJl 
in the future. As it is now, the postponed 
convention, coming in February, will serve 
a double purpose, as that is the time the 
IAFE holds its usual late-winter meeting. 


Lack of Customer Comfort 
Another Item in List of Legit Ills 


ECEIVERSHIP, long expected of an 

internationally known theatrical or- 

ganization, drives home the bitter fact 
more than ever that something is radically 
wrong with legit, and to the average out- 
sider it is evident the moment a patron en- 
ters under the marquee. It is not merely a 
question of motion picture competition, or 
any other form of entertainment being bet- 
ter. Nothing wiil ever entirely displace a 
good live flesh production. But smaller 
things, details, also play their part. To a 
great many theatergoers, for example, there 
is the question of bright clean theaters and 
courteous treatment from employees. 

There is nothing new in saying that the 
majority of the legit theaters in New York 
City, and the houses on the road that have 
catered to legit shows, are comparatively 
old- and decrepit. While this may not affect 
the chances of any one show to any great 
extent, it creates a harmful public outlook 
toward legit in general. 

There is nothing new in saying that the 
public is tossed about on the speculator 
proposition. A certain class of patron loves 
it, but he doesn’t pay for the production 
nor does he do much for a show that/isn’t 
already in the bag as a hit. The average run 
of theatergoer contributes to the producer’s 
profit, and he is glad he can afford the box- 
office price, much less the speculator’s toll. 

There is nothing "new saying that the 
much-abused box-office boys might some- 
times be improved upon. Nor can the 
courtesy of the other house employees be 
universally commended, any more than the 
upkeep and small space of the majority of 
the so-called smoking rooms. 

People today have gotten into the habit 
of the well-lighted, bright, clean atmosphere 
of the movie cathedrals, the consistent 
courtesy that is always present, and they 
like it, even if the picture is not so hot A bit 
of “flesh” entertainment probably makes up 
for it and they go out feeling at least that 
they got their money’s worth and spent 
their time in pleasant surroundings. As 
showmen, legit folk are getting to be pa- 
thetically behind the times. As individuals 
or as an organization there is nothing far- 
sighted about their past 6f present achieve- 
ments, and for the most part each producer 
is on his own with nothing in mind but the 
immediate success of the play then in hand. 

The matter of customer comfort would 
by no means solve the question of what is 
wrong with legit. But it is another item in 
a large, knottv problem. 


Cantor-Jessel Try at Palace, New York, 
Will Be Experiment of Long-Run Idea 


AR more interesting and important than 
the recent Lou Holtz intact holdovers 
at the Palace. New York, is the experi- 

ment that got under way this week at the 
same house. The chief topic of conversa- 
tion not only of RKO agents and bookers, 
but all who have anything to do with “flesh” 
shows, is the Eddie Cantor-George Jessel

combo on an otherwise strong ‘ll, all ar- 
ranged with the deliberate intention of run- 
ning as long as business will warrant. A 
minimum run of about seven weeks has been 
mentioned, at which time Cantor must ful- 
fill other bookings. However, RKO makes 
no guarantee that it will not change the 
show in two weeks if it doesn’t draw. 

Cantor, of course, is “running” the show. 
it was he who asked for Jessel and the other 
acts on the bill. Whatever Cantor wanted 
he got. Whatever Cantor wants an act to 
do on the bill, it is expected that it will have 
to comply or else get in wrong with the 
house booker. Whether Cantor will draw 
as well as the Holtz regime and a host of 
other quéstions are being discussed among 
showmen 

In other words, RKO is making an 
out-and-out effort to duplicate the recent 
intact run with money no object so to speak 
and using the best talent it considers neces- 
sary to accomplish its ends. The success of 
this idea will settle the question of other 
long runs, and whether they will be by in- 
tention or accident in the future. The house 
is only spending about $3,000 above the 
average bill, which varies around $12,000. 
The risk is small considering the possible 
weekly grosses of over $30,000. Holtz’s 
long run was to all intents an impromptu 
affair and its novelty resulted in a tavorable 
psychological reaction both among papers 
ond theater patrons. The Cantor show will 
have to deliver an added sock, for it cannot 
be taken in the light of a freak occurrence. 


Can the Stock Managers Afford 
To Abandon Their Old Association? 


HE value of an organization of stock 

managers is more apparent this season 

than ever. Many communities depend 
entirely upon a resident company for dra- 
matic entertainment, there being but few 
shows on tour. Many towns of the one- 
night-stahd class that were formerly visited 
by half a hundred touring companies each 
season will not see a road show this fall or 
winter. The prospect is bright for stock 
operators and with a revival of business 
there is every reason to expect a large in- 
crease in the number of stock operations. 

As the stock field widens its problems 
will increase. To work out these problems 
an organization is needed. Such a co-opera- 
tive society is the Stock Managers’ Associa- 
tion which was formed several yeats ago, 
largely thru the efforts of Lester Al Smith, 
then operating in association with George 
C. Robison more than a dozen resident com- 
panies. Altho not active in the last year, 
the organization is still functioning. 

The association should not be allowed to 
remain dormant. Its need is felt. ‘The turn 
in the tide of the country’s business may 
come early in. the winter, if the forecasts 
from Washingt6n and other usually reliable 
sources are accurate, and stock operators 
should be prepared to meet the new condi- 
tions. The economic value of an organiza- 
tion is incalculable. It is hoped the leaders 
in the stock field will revive the body and 
spirit of the old association. 

In the first vear of its existence 87 stocks 
were embraced in the fold of the association. 
Until: financial disaster overtook general 
business the association rendered real serv- 
ice to its members. Closing of theaters 
thruout the country caused the membership: 
to dwindle away and in the last year the 
association has not been active. 

This inactivity should not continue. The 
stock theater needs a live, aggressive or- 
ganization, and the old association has on 
its rolls men who can make it just that. 
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More Old Rep Stars 
Editor The Billboard: 


There have been some writings on 
your recent pages about the old 10-20-30 
shows that toured New England during 
the ’80s and ’90s and some of the fea- 
tured players, but I have seen no men- 
tion of some of the following prominent 
ones: 

There was the Atkinson and Cook, 
later Adams and Cook. Charlie Atkinson 
built the Bowdoin Square Theater in 
this city. His mother; known as Ma 
Atkinson, ran for years a famous eating 
place —— in the newspaper district. I 
have seen Him within two or three years 
and I think he is still living. , Charlie 
Cook has, for a number of years and up 
to two or three years, been running stock 
houses in some of the smaller outlying 
cities. Justin Adams, interested with 
Atkinson in the companies, also did some 
acting. He later dramatized Qu "cy 
Adams Sawyer. The last I heard ,of 
him, some 10 years ago, he was agent 
for a small station on the Boston & 
Maine Railroad, somewhere in Maine. 
He was reported at that time as having 
a long patriarchial beard and satisfied 
with his lot, far from the glamour of 
the theater. 

Then there was the Wilbur Opera 
Company, owned by Dr. A. L. Wilbur, 
who later built the Wilbur Theater, now 
Shubert. There was Varney and Shea. 
Varney was in Montreal the last I heard 
from him, which is quite a _ while. 
Thomas E. Shea, one of the partners, was 
the featured player. A splendid actor, 
he has been active in the theater up 
to within a year or two. At the time 
that Mansfield put on Jekyll and Hyde 
Tom Shea also acted it in a version of 
his own, and I considered him the equal 
of Mansfield. He also did a competent 
portrayal of Mathias in The Bells. 

There was the Mora Company, owned 
by Fred Williams, Mora’s husband, and 
featuring her. Corse Payton and his 
wife, Etta Reed. Floyd Crowell and Maud 
Banks, the latter the daughter of the 
Civil War general, Nathaniel P. Banks, 
and one time governor of Massachusetts. 
Maud Banks retired from the theater 
early in life and passed into the obscur- 
ity of a small town in Maine, where she 
died. There was Irene Murphy, for a 
time with the Bennett & Moulton Com- 
pany and a hot favorite. There was E. P. 
Sullivan, an actor of more than ordinary 
ability. He married Rose Stahl. There 
was Clarence Bellair, who played juve- 
niles. He is appearing now in the cast 
of Cloudy With Showers and lends the 
dignity of age and long training to any 
part assigned to him. 


I noted in a letter from one of your: 


contributors the mame Billie Akstrom. 
This was intended for Ullie Akerstrom, 
another favorite of the period. I have 
seen her name within two or three years 
associated with some social, theatrical 
or religious movement in the city of 
New York. 

And I'll bet there are thosé living in 
the small cities in the vicinity of Boston 
who remember some of the “turkey” 
shows that old Doc Stover used to send 
out to play Thanksgiving and Christmas 
dates within easy walking distance of 
Boston.

Played With Al Sautelle 
Editor The Billboard: 


Will S. Beecher’s article on the old 
rep companies seems to have stirred up 


quite a little interest, so I would like to, 


contribute some of my memories. 

He says the George A. Hill Company 
played the first 10-20-30 in 1886. 1 was 
with the J. Al Sautelle Company which 
he kindly mentions. I would not say we 
were the first, as I am under the impres- 
sion that there were others playing at 
those prices before us, but we left,New 
York City in the summer of 1883 with a 
Small company, intending to put in the 
summér only. We did so nicely that we 
decided to continue. In the campany 
were Mr. and Mrs. Frank Allen, Williard 
Trermmain, Gracie Wade, Nick Cregan and 
another man whom at this time I can- 
not remember, Mr. Sautelle and myself. 
I think that the most of that little 
company have passed away with the ex- 
ception of Mr. Tremain and myself. 

We had tried to get booked in Water- 
town, N. Y., but the manager feared 
that as good a company at those prices 
would hurt his regular season. So in 
the summer of 1890 we bought a com- 
plete medicine show outfit. Built it 
over for our purpose and invaded Water- 
town under canvas, and instead of giv- 
ing up 40 per cent or 50 per cent for 
rent of a theater, we paid a small li- 
cense\and $10 a week for rent of the 
land upon which to erect the tent. We 
opened the week of July 4 and remained

three weeks. He was then ready to book 
us for the next season. We opened in 
J. K. Tillotson’s play of Lynwood. We 
laid off two weeks to get ready for the 
tent season, all locking at it as some- 
thing of a lark. We opened. without 
even a rehearsal. The company at that 
time consisted of J. Al Sautelle, Elma 
Cornell; Genevieve Sautelle, Sautelle’s 
daughter; Ada Howard. Gordon Mc- 
Dowell, John W. Cope, Charles Hallock, 
Alexander Harris, John Nicholscu, Will 
Smith and Little Loretta, child actress. 
I severed my connection with the firm 
in the summer of 1901. John W. Cope 
later married Ada Howard and all New 
York knows his record and his services

First Tragedy by American (?)

With the thought in mind that 
readers of The Billboard would be in- 
terested in the history of the first 
tragedy written by an American author, 
I take the liberty of sending you the 
following: 

Waldimer or the Massacre, a tragedy 
in five acts, was written by John J. 
Bailey, who was born in New York City 
(date unknown) and who died in 1875. 
The above named play was first pro- 
duced November 1, 1831, at the Park 
Theater, which was located on Park 
Row, rear Ann street, New York, and 
will have its centennial November 1, 
1931. 

Charles Kean, the famous English 
tragedian, played the leading part, as 
guest star, supported by the Park Thea- 
ter Stock Company. Jn the original cast 
were the following: Thorne, C. Kean, 
Barry, Woochull, Ritchings, T. Placide, 
Blakely, Conway, Harvey, Collet, Bancker, 
Mrs. Sharpe and Mrs. Durie. 

The Perk Theater was destroyed by 
fire for the second time December 16, 
1848. All manuscripts of the above play 
were destroyed with it. A printed copy 
of this play, of which I am the owner,

Movements for Taxing of Circus 


Admissions Should Be Checked 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—In anticipa- 
tion of a general movement thruout the 
ccuntry during 1932 to tax circus ad- 
missions, and to the end that time be 
taken by the forelock in efforts to 
checkmate such movements, a special 
bulletin, for information of all members 
ot his committee, in which it is urged 
that they keep a careful watch wpon 
legislative proceedings during coming 
winter, has been prepared by Melvin D. 
Hildreth, chairman of legislative com- 
mittee of Circus Fans’ Association. As 
suggesting the potentialities for such tax 
moves, Chairman Hildreth said to a rep- 
resentative of The Billboard: 

“Eighteen States have already called 
special legislative sessions to consider the 
serious problem of more revenues. These 
States are facing an emergency and 
everything untaxed will undoubtedly be 
called upon to bear its share of general 
burden. The circus is looked upon as 
legitimate prey by the legislatures of the 
several States. We must anticipate that 
an effort will be made to tax circus ad- 
missidns during coming year. 

“Already we note that in Rhode Island 
steps have been taken to tax all amuse- 
ment admissions 10 per cent and that 
passage of such tax is practically as- 


sured. Special sessions in Alabama and 
Mississippi also contemplate a 10 per 
cent tax on amusements, while Gover- 
nor’s Tax Commission in Illinois has just 
recommended a similar tax of 10 per 
cent on all amusement admissions. For- 
tunately for the circus these amusement 
taxes are genera] and thus the circus 
for first time in its history has the co- 
operation of moving picture interests in 
fighting such hostile legislation. Mem- 
bers of legislatures forget that the circus 
is the one amusement which caters to 
the masses. It reaches country districts 
and frequently is the only amusement 
brought to hard-working Americans 
thrucut entire year. 

“For 119,000,000 of people there 
are cnly 22 circuses in United States, 
or one circus for each 5,500,000. 
Of these 22 circuses it is doubtful if 
any showed much of a profit during the 
past season. They all remained on road, 
bringing some element of cheer to those 
who attended théir performances, as a 
result of sacrifices upon part of owners, 
managers and performers. Circuses can- 
not afford to be taxed 10 per cent of 
their gross income. Moreover, there is 
hardly any need for such taxation. We

The folks are neighborly and the place 
has lots of public spirit. 

“For there just is something eternally 
young and eternally human about the 
circus. The man or woman who doesn’t 
get a thrill when the calliope blares its 
brazen cacophony down the street is in 
a bad way. He or she has hardening 
of the sympathetic arteries and needs 
a good course of circuses in gradually 
increasing doses to remedy that disease. 
Once inside the tent, all the dreary ways 
and the dull cares that take so much 
time out of life are forgotten. One 
learns that this topsy-turvy world is all 
upside down again and what one 
thought was reality is only a dark and 
gloomy cloud. The tinsel and the span- 
gles are real; the pink lemonade is 
nectar of the high gods and the peanuts 
are what the fairies eat. 

“The clowns and their antics are the 
funniest things in the world, and the lady 
rider’ are just as beautiful as they were 
when one was 10. 

“The Roman populace knew what it 
wanted, hundreds of years ago, when 
the mob stormed the royal palace with 
requests for bread and circuses. 

“If you don’t come out of the circus 
with an unexplained lightening of your

They chose for their motto ‘We Pay as 
We Go When We Go to the Circus,’ 
meaning that they do not as Circus Fans 
accept passes to circuses. They organ- 
ized ‘The Circus Fans’ Association.’ They 
also have their own publication, The 


, White Tops, which is published monthly. 


They elect a president, an honor post, 
who without remuneration represents 
and does all in his power to further 
causes of association and circuses. They 
have an editor for their paper; vice-presi- 
dents in New York, Oakland, Chicago and 
New Orleans; six directors, a historian 
and last, but notNeast, a pastor for their 
spiritual welfare. 


“They have a yearly meeting, at which 
reports are made of receipts and expen- 
ditures, social and all help that may have 
been expended. There is no set limit of 
dues, they pay what they wish. ' 


“The editor of paper is Karl Kae 
Knecht, a distinguished journalist and 
a on a daily paper in Evansville, 


“At last yearly meeting in Boston, 
Sells-Floto was in city and ‘Circus Fans’ 
were taken by surprise when, during one 
of their sessions, manager was admitted 
with complimentary tickets for all mem- 
bers assembled. This was against the as- 
sociation to accept them, but as a courtesy 
were accepted, and members went to the 
circus — but after performance they 
revenged themselves by having a ban- 
quet for the circus. 


“The Circus Fans have thru their 
members been of great help to many a 
circus; as to cutting down on big prices 
asked in some communities for show- 
grounds; also in many cities after asking 
for big license fees also wanting in 
addition many hundreds of passes. An 
instance of this latter took place in 
Washington, D. C., when the magistrate, 
where circus was playing a two-day 
stand, demanded not less than 3,850 pass- 
es, which was likened to $5,000. Circus 
Fans took a hand in this demand and 
the ‘moochers’ compromised on 800 
es. In same city of Washington, the Fans’ 
organization was of great help to bank- 
rupt Wild West Show, 101 Ranch, in 
caring for stranded artists —D. H. S.” 


The above was very nice indeed, and 
CFA appreciates this recognition and pub- 
licity in far-off Germany. Foreign cir- 
cus owners and artists reading it will 
also learn of our efforts. 


The writer of the above, however, made 
a few errors in regard to dues. There 
is a set amount, $5 initiation fee and 
$7 a year dues (circus folk cannot join). 
And as regard accepting of passes at 
Boston CFA convention—no passes were 
accepted (nor at any national conven- 
@ion), but $1.50 (per member and 
friends) was paid from the amount in 
registration fee, despite the offer, as at 
each convention, that they bé guests of 
the circus. The banquet was held true, 
the following night after CFA attended 
the circus, with many of circus staff and 
notable performers as guests.

find, for example, that certain States 
refuse to put their own houses in order: 
that they would rather tax some outside 
activity than readjust their own internal 
arrangement. 

“For example, Georgia has more 
counties than any State in the Union. 
Many of its county units are obsolete 
and isolated, and yet taxpayers are com- 
pelled to carry burden of financing a 
useless group of county officers. A re- 
duction in number of counties would, to 
a large extent, solve the financial prob- 
lem, of Georgia and yet that State, rather 
than face the issue frankly, has seen fit 
to place an almost prohibitive tax upon 
the circus in an effort to gain more 
revenue. A statement recently issued in 
Washington after a conference of some 
of the leading industries, alarmed at 
spreading of excessive taxation, reveals 
that taxes have increased 325 per cent 
in 16 years. 

“Our government is costing %$16,900.- 
000,000 a year, which exceeds value of all 
crops and represents more money than 
is now in circulation. On its payroll are 
500,000 individuals. Certain of its com- 
missions represent a loss of staggerin: 
amounts, such as Federal Merch

Would Take Ohio Fair Out of 
Politics and Install Manager 


DAYTON, O., Oct. 31—Judge I. L. 
Holderman, of Dayton, president of Ohio 
Fair Managers’ Association, in a speech 


_ at Burton, O., at a banquet given by 


Geauga County Pair Board on October 
28, celebrating its Century Fair, offered 
a solution to take the State Fair out 
of politics and put it in the hands of 
an experienced and competent fair man- 
ager. A man, said Judge Holderman, 
who will be free from political influence 
of either party, who will devote his 
entire time and attention in promoting 
best interests of the State Fair, and also 
who should act as executive secretary of 
the Ohio Fair Managers’ Association, 
with offices centrally located in Colum- 
bus, where as State fair manager and 
as executive secretary of the Ohio Fair 
Managers’ Association he may be inter- 
viewed and consulted at al] times on 
fair problems and business. 

It would be his duty as State fair 
manager and executive secretary to keep 
in constant touch with the various fair 


boards and their activities in Ohio and 
to assist them in arranging programs 
and provide information on how and 
what to buy as fair advertising matter, 
contracting for free acts and various 
concessions and to assist in adjusting 
differences, if any, with county officials 
and citizens in the county, in order to 
arrif® at a better and more definite 
understanding, thereby assuring hearty 
co-operation of the various interests of 
the community. 

Judge Holderman proposed that in- 
stead of the governor or the Director 
of Agriculture appointing a State fair 
manager, or an assistant to the Director

Wheeling association in 
hands of congressman on 
order of circuit court 


WHEELING, W. V., Oct. 31.—West Vir- 
ginia Exposition and State Pair Associa- 
tion, which for 5ly years has projected 
annual exhibitions at State Fair Park 
cn Wheeling Island, is defendant in the 
Ohio County Circuit Court at instance 
of George W. Lutz, president of the as- 
sociation, who sued on behalf of himself 
end other stockholders. 

Congressman Carl G. Bachmann was 
appointed special receiver by the court 
and was required to post $5,000 bond. 
Several months ago he was appointed 
receiver for State Fair Park Association, 
a company that had the amusemetit con- 
cessions at the big park. 

In petitioning for appointment of a 
receiver for the fair association Attorney 
W. C. Grimes, representing Mr. Lutz, ad- 
vised Judge Summerville that the asso- 
ciation has « capital stock of $150,000. 
The capital stock is composed of 6,000 
shares with a par value of $25, he said. 
Of the total number of shares 3,177%4 
have been issued and 2,82234 are unis- 
sued. 


Losses Never Recouped - 


The defendant is insolvent and un- 
able to pay its current and maturing 
obligations or interest and principal on 
its bonded indebtedness, it is alleged in 
the bill of particulars. ; ‘ 

In 1927, according to the plaintiff, the 
city of Wheeling established a quaran- 
tine for infantile paralysis and as a re- 
sult the defendant lost so much money 
it has never been able to pay its losses. 
Economic conditions likewise reduced 
income at the exposition, the bill alleges. 

The association has been unable to 
pay premiums awarded at the fair, it is 
alleged, and in addition a large number 
of creditors are pressing for immediate 
payment of claims. To prevent confu- 
sion, institution of a large number of 
suits against the association and an un- 
equal distribution of any money that 
might be realized, appointment of a 
receiver was urged. 


Fair Will Be Continued 


The bill of particulars further discloses 
that on November 1 a $31,300 promi 
note is payable to the Conservative Life 
Insurance. Company by the defendant, 
and that a ¢70,000 note is payable the 
Dollar Savings and Trust Company. A 
large sum as interest on bonds is due 
November 1, it is alleged. 

Loss: of $25,000 was suffered by ‘the 
association during the current year, 
Judge Summerville was advised. Taxes 
in the sum of $3,884.10 are due the 
State, county and city, it is said. 

Total liability of the fair association 
is said to be $300,000. In appointing At- 
torney Bachmann as receiver the court 
directed that insurance be carried on 
buildings and equipment at State Pair 
Park. : 

The receiver will conduct affairs of 
the State Pair Association as economical- 
ly as possible, and if profits fail to ac- 
crue the big plant may be sold, it was 
explained by court attaches. u 


Big Iowa Amphitheater 
Burns With Heavy Loss 


ANAMOSA, Ia., Oct. 31.—Fire believed 
to have been caused from a cigaret butt 
destroyed the amphitheater at Anamosa 
fairgrounds night of October 18 and 
swept the judges’ stand, causing loss in 
excess of $10,000. 

A. L. Remley, secretary of the fair, 
said insurance totaled $4,000. It was 
one of the largest amphitheaters in the 
State, 420x40 feet, with 5,000 capacity. 

Motorcycle races had been held at the 
track during the afternoon and 6,000 
people gathered there. The fire was not 
discovered until two hours after the 
Tace meet.

are fit subjects for congratulation. 
It was freely predicted early in the year 
that such exhibitions, and one in par- 
ticular, might fall seriously behirid be- 
cause of the times if directors insisted 
on going ahead with ambitious plans. 
But the sponsors never weakened. And 
Toronto showed to 1,657,000 souls, @ 
decrease of only 30,000 from 1930, and 
per capita spending is believed to have 
been greater on the grounds. Ottawa 
reports receipts of $128,000, a surplus 
of $18,294, and a balance on hand of 
$24,900 to start off next year. More 
power to them!

Tangements to heat Norumbega Park’s 
Totem Pole Ballroom have been tempo- 
tarily dropped and plans to terminate 
the post-season are under way. Manager 
Arch E. Clair said the heating plan re- 
quired large cash disbursement, with 
practicability of the system highly prob- 
lematical. 


Electrical Group 
Begun at Chicago 


CHICAGO, Oct. 31—With exposition 
trustees manipulating the heavy wrench- 
es, the first steel column for the Electri- 
cal Group—fifth structure of Chicago’s 
1933 world’s fair—was bolted into place 
on Northefly Island. 

Altho the structure will not be com- 
pleted until next spring end does not 
open until June 1, 1933, a large amount 
of exhibit space has already been con- 
tracted, exhibitors inaluding American 
Telephone & Telegraph Company, Gener- 
al Electric Company, International Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Company, Radio Cor- 
poration of America, Western Union Tele- 
graph Company, Westinghouse Electric 
& Manufacturing Company and other 
large corporations. 

The electrical group was designed by 
Raymond Hood, of New York. It will be 
two stories high, 1,200 feet long and 300 
feet wide, and will consist of three units, 
devoted respectively to radio, communi- 
cations, arid power generation, distribu- 
tion and utilization. The units will be 
constructed of steel framework and steel 
and special wallboard exterior, with 
white, yellow, red, black and blue pre- 
dominating in the color scheme. Paved 
terraces and hanging gardens will em- 
bellish the structure. 

The electric power unit will consist of 
a huge G-shaped building, facing west, 
rising from a series of terraces surround- 
ing a landscaped court, back of which 
will run a great hall, 500 feet long and 
60 feet high. An electrical cascade will 
play on the upper terrace. The radio and 
communications unit will form an 
E-shaped structure, facing the lake. 

Directly opposite the electrical group, 
upon the mainland and across a lagoon, 
walls of the Hall of Science are rapidly 
rising. In addition the adminstration 
building, travel and transport building, 
and replica of old Fort Dearborn are now 
standing. 


Col. Collier Is President 
Of San Diego Centennial 


CHICAGO, Oct. 31. — Announcement 
has beén received here of plans for a big 
exposition in San Diego, Calif., from July 
4, 1934, to July 4, 1935. It is to be 
known as San Diego Centennial Exposi- 
tion. Col. D. C. Collier, who handled 
earlier details of Chicago’s Century of 
Progress Exposition and who was the 
only showman connected with the proj- 
ect, is president of the San Diego Expo- 
sition. He successfully handled a simi’ar 
fair in San Diego in 1915. 

The exposition site is on San Diego’s 
harbor front, from Broadway to the Ma- 
rine ‘base, and giving ample scope for a 
magnificent fair. Preliminary plans for 
buildings have been drawn by W. Tem- 
pleton Johnson, architect.

Agricultural Conditions 


Condensed Data From October Summary by U. S. Department of Agriculture, 
Washington, D. C. 


CROP YIELDS 

In most Eastern and Southern States 
crop prospects improved up to early 
September, and yields in these areas are 
expected to be somewhat above average, 
but from Michigan, Illinois and Kansas 
west, drought and shortage of water for 
irrigation have caused further decrease 
in crop prospects, and some crops, such 
as spring wheat, barley. rye, flaxseed 
and wild hay, grown chiefly in this area, 
are showing the lowest yields per acre 
in 10 years or more. In the country as 
a whole crop yields are expected to aver- 
age about 98 per cent above the very 
low yields secured last year, and 1.2 per 
cent below the average of yields during 
the preceding 10 years. In comparison 
with the 10-year average, the low yields 
of corn, spring grain and various other 
crops are nearly offset by the good yields 
of cotton, winter wheat and apples. 

In general, considering both acreage 
and yield per acre, the combined pro- 
duction of the principal food crops is 
expected to be somewhat above the 
usual average. Wheat, apples, peaches 
and péanuts are unusually large crops, 
while potatoes, sweet potatoes, rice, 
beans and pears show about average 
production, and production of buck- 
wheat, rye and sugar and syrup crops 
will be somewhat below average. 

PRICE TRENDS 

Since the middle of August market 
prices for corn and potatoes have de- 
clined sharply, and prices of cotton, 
wheat, apples, hogs and lambs have also 
shown a dcewnward trend. This has 
been partially offset, however, by some 
advance in prices of cattle, butter and 
barley. 

The general level of wholesale com- 
modity prices was practically unchanged 
from early in August. Declining prices 


of farm products during the past month 
have been offset by advancing prices of 
fuels. Sharp curtaiJment in crude-oil 
production thas advanced prices of pe- 
troleum products materially and raised 
the index of fuel prices six points during 
the past month. For the last three 
months the index of wholesale commod- 
ity prices has remained steady at about 
the 1910-14 average price level. 
DAIRY MARKET 

A month ago dairy markets occupied 
a fairly strong position, and this posi- 
tion was maintained in September. The 
tone has changed somewhat, however, 
and markets are featured by a slightly 
unsettled feeling, which possibly may 
be only temporary, since for the most 
part the situation appears td differ but 
little fundamentally from a month ago. 
Producticn centinues to be an outstand- 
ing influence. A factor which looms 
in importance is reserve stocks of dairy 
products, which are far below those of 
a year ago. A third factor of extreme 
importance is consumption, and the 
prebable effect of higher price trends 
upon consumption. This is of consider- 
able concern to those engaged in dis- 
tribution. 

CORN PRODUCTION 

Corn production is forecast at 2,715.- 
357,000 bushels. The crop, as indicated 
by September condition, is only 45,396,- 
000 bushels less than average production 
of the five years, 1925-'29, but is 622.,- 
00C,000 bushels, or 29.7 per cent larger 
than the production in 1930. Average 
vield per acre indicated by September 
condition of 69.5 per cent is 25.7 bush- 
els compared with 20.6 bushels per acre 
in 1930, and an average of 28 bushels for 
the 10-year period, 1920-’29. The aver- 
age condition for the 10-year period 
76.5 per cent.

winnings — board pleased 


OTTAWA, Oct. 31.—Surpassing fondest 
hopes of directors, an estimated surplus 
of $18,294.06 for the 1931 Central Canada 
Exhibition was reported on October 21 
in an interim statement presented to a 
meeting of Exhibition Association by 
Alex Fitzsimmons, chairman of advisory 
and finance committee. Receipts were 
about $128,000. 

The association commenced the year 
1931 with $20,769 after turning over t 
the city as per agreement $10,000. Ne 
expenditures this year were $110,664.36, 
which does not include $14,143 for cer- 
tain capital expenditures, leaving a net 
surplus on the year’s exhibition opera- 
tions of $4,152. Including $14,143 for 
capital expenditures mentioned, a gross 
surplus of $18,294.06 is revealed and the 
association starts next year’s —— 
with approximately $24,900. 


Gratified by Showing 


Such a showing made during a year 
when many people had been persuaded 
the exhibition might fall behind owing 
to so-called’ depression was extremely 
gratifying to directors. 

The statement listed $16,693.48 as ex- 

' penditures for fireworks and attractions, 
inclusive of grand stand, which was the 
largest item; $5,880 for bands, 87,388 
for publicity and $10,407 for grand-stand 
improvements. 

Under heading of receipts was shown 
$7,434 in grants and donations; $34,575 
from concessions, building space and 
grounds; $38,583.62 gate receipts; $21,- 
333.77 grand-stand receipts and $12,759 
from midway receipts; $948.38 from dog- 
show receipts, admissions, etc., and 
$1,582.75 interest on bank balances. Last 
year grand-stand receipts were shown at 
$21.620, midway receipts $14,348.57 and 
dog-show receipts $1,203.52. 

Fireworks and special attractions last 
year came to $16,683, or almost the same 
as this year, while $10,043 was expended 
for publicity against $7,388 this year.

DELAWARE 


SECTION 3. That the sum of $38,500 
is hereby appropriated out of the 
treasury of the State of Delaware to the 
“Kent and Sussex Ccunty Fair, Incor- 
porated,” a corporation of the State of 
Delaware, for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, 1991, and ending June 30, 1932, 
and a like sum of $8,500 for the fiscal 
year beginning July 1, 1932, and ending 
June 30, 1933. Said appropriation shall 
be used and expended only for prizes 
for meritorious achievements in agri- 
culture, stock and poultry raising and 
in works of manual training end the 
demestic arts. Such prizes shall be 
awarded by a committee, one member 
of which shall be named hy the Gov- 
ernor from the personnel of the State 
Board of Agriculture, and the remaining 
members shall be named by the Kent 
and Sussex County Fair, Incorporated. 
Said corporation shall, on or before 
the first day of December in each of 
said fiscal years, file with the State 
Auditor a sworn itemized statement 
showing the name of each person to 
whom.a prize has been awarded, for 
what each prize was awarded and the 
amount of each prize, and showing also 
tne grand total of said prizes, which 
statement shall be sworn to and signed 
before a notary public by both the 
president and treasurer of said corpora- 
tion; when said statement» shall have 
been audited by the State Auditor and 
found to be true and correct and accord- 
ing to law, he shall authorize and direct 
the State Treasurer to pay to said cor- 
poration in each of said fiscal years the 
total sum shown to be due for prizes by 
said itemized list, provided, however, 
sai¢ sum shall not exceed $8,500 for 
each of said years, and should said sum 
be less than the amount appropriated 
by this act, then the unused balance 


shall each year remain in and revert to 
the State treasury and shall in no case 
be paid to said corporation.

OKLAHOMA 


SECTION 3668. Compiled Oklahoma 
Statutes of 1921 states that the free fair 
at Muskogee, Oklahoma, was established 
fcr the purpose of encouraging develop- 
ment of the agricultural, horticultural, 
mechanical, mineral, stock raising and 
all other industrial interests of the State 
of Oklahoma: there is hereby established 
a State Expositidn, to be held annually 
at the city of Muskogee, and known as 
the Free Oklahoma State Fair. 

(The Legislature provided buildings, 
but have not since tendered any aid to 
the aforesaid fair). 

SECTION 3640, C..O. S. 1921 That 
the county commissioners of the differ- 
ent counties of this State, having a 
county fair association, duly organized 
uncer the laws of Oklahoma, are hereby 
authorized to appropriate any sum of 
money not to exceed $500 each year, to 
be offered as special premiums, such 
special premiums to be determined upon 
by the county commissioners and the 
directors of the fair associations, which 
money shall be used to pay premiums 
of the county fair for exhibits of agri- 
cultural and horticultural products and 
improved stock. 

SECTION 3670. STATE NOT LIABLE. 
The State of Oklahoma shall not be 
liable for any sum or sums of money 
whatsoever, by reason of the running, 
operating or establishing of a free fair 
in the city of Muskogee, under the pro- 
visions of this bill, and by deficiency or 
expense occasioned by the running or 
operating of said fair shall never be 
paid by the State of Oklahoma and shail 
not be a moral charge against the State, 
and the passage of this bill is condi- 
tioned upon the fact that no liability 
of any nature whatsoever shall ever de- 
volve upon the State of Oklahoma by 
reason of the running and operating of 
said fair.

and approval of the Ohio Fair Managers’ 
Association select and employ a man as 
State fair manager who will also act as 
executive secretary of the Ohio Pair 
Managers’ Association. This man shall 
have full charge, under direction of the 
State Board of Agriculture, of the State 
Pair and act in an advisory capacity for 
all county fair boards. 

“In this way, said Judge Holderman, 
mm part, you will take the State Fair 
out of politics and will give the fair, 
its patrons and exhibitors the full bene- 
fit of everything that goes to make up a 
Teal educational fair, free from any 
petty political differences between or 
within the two leading politica] parties. 

“The State Fair and all county fairs 
should play to the best interests of the 
whole State and community in which 
the fair is held. Then why allow poli- 
tics or petty differences to enter into 
it or hamper the control and manage- 
ment and the best interest of all parties 
concerned ? 

“The one great force back of agricul- 
ture is the fair. It takes careful plan- 
ning, intelligent budgeting and efficient 
Management to make a fair successful. 
The State Fair should be a help to the 
county fair by creating more interest 
in it and assisting it in getting 
sufficient financial aid and in procuring 
for it the best of everything that goes 
into a fair to make it attractive. enter- 
taining and successful. 

“As State fair manager and as execu- 
tive secretary of county fairs this man 
would be in a position to see to it that 
proper legislation would be enacted by 
which both the State and county fairs 
would receive the necessary financial 


aid, thereby assuring their permanency 
and future success. 


“The duty of the State and county 


fairs should be, in a large measure, 
fulfill the needs of the State and com- 
munity in its great diversity of interests. 


Budget Is Advocated 


“That very fact makes the fair a place 
where men, women and children of va- 
ried lines of thought can come together, 
each finding something of inspiration in 
his or her own line and grasping at 
least a little of what the other fellow’s 
mind is thinking. Only in this way 
can an individual grow with a round 
fullness that will make him of most 
value to himself and others about him. 

“Conduct your fair as you would your 
Own business and make it clean and 
inviting as wel] as educational and en- 
tertaining. 

“I teke my hat off to the men who 
have the business of managing fairs, 
for it seems to me that nothing, unless 
it be farming, takes a greater degree of 
fortitude, resourcefulness and ability to 
bring such an exhibit thru a depression, 
Such as we are experiencing, and many 
times unfavorable weather and the 
hundred and one other difficulties that 
spring up and must be met with calm 
and patient bearing. 

“There are few institutions connected 
with rural life that have had such a 
long and continuous existence as has 
the fair. Fairs were in progress during 
the Middle Ages and were first estab- 
lished in our country early in the 19th 
Century. When considering the value of 
the fair to agriculture we must bear in 
mind that anything that benefits the 
farm benefits agriculture and farm life 
in general. 

“I have for years advocated the budg- 
eting of county fairs thru county and 
State taxation, the same as is done for 
the State Pair, thereby assuring the 
permanency of all fairs. 

“Show me a community that has a 
good fair and I will show you a com- 
munity that is prosperous and happy. 
Fairs Will Go On 

“I have recently heard it said that the 
fairs are slipping and will soon be a 
thing of the past. For the last 20 years 
I have been active in fair management 
in my county and State, and I venture 
to say that I heard this same story 
some 15 to 20 years ago. I agreed at 
that time that the fairs would pass out 
of existence if we did not eliminate 
Objectionable features. Since then the 
fairs have cleaned up and have become 
educaticnal institutions by tying into 
the general fair program the schools, 
4-H Club work, home demonstration 
projects, art and dramatic activities, 
thus keeping abreast with modern times 
and by adopting a program by which 
the community in general would be 
benefited; the fairs will go on forever. 

“I venture the assertion that the in- 
telligent thinking people of this coun- 
try will not permit the work that’s 
being done by the State and county 
fairs to pass into oblivion. 

“I am sure that there will be means 
devised and finances provided so that 
the State and county fairsmay continue 
to exist. This can be accomplished only 
by seeing to it that each fair is properly 
managed and officered.”

From reports, permits for holding the 
show bad been granted Henry Maitre, of 
the Refinery Workers’ focal, by Mayor 
Logan. During the week there was a 
battle of injvnctions, which came to a 
read Friday, when an injunction stop- 
ping the carnival’s exhibiting and placed 
in effect by Police Chief Word was dis- 
solved by Judge J. D. Campbell, in 60th 
District Court, at Beaumont, and the 
midway had a very heavy attendance 
Saturday and Seturday night. The pro- 
ceedings received a great deal of local 
newspaper “publicity,” also The Enter- 
prise, of Beaumont.

Khartoum, one of 
the greatest attractions at the Zoo and 
one of the most valuable animals in its 
collection, was noted principally for his 
misanthropic turn of mind, and for four 
years no keeper was permitted to enter 
his reinforced cage.

The relative employment of 
legitimate actors is a little better, he 
said, on the Pacific slope.

(Representative Ed J. Tinney): Lock- 
out of all maintenance men from Inde- 
pendent Exhibitors’ Theaters was ami- 
cably adjusted following several confer- 
ences and contracts signed for a two- 
year period, which was satisfactory to all 
concerned. 

DENVER, COLO. 

(Representative Walter S. Croft): In- 
terpretation of existing contract with the 
Paramount Theater was rendered, in re- 
viewing which no mention was made 
whereby the management would be re- 
quired to employ additional man in the 
event organist was employed. Inasmuch 
as no curtains, lights or effects were 
worked, employment of extra man was 
ruled as not compulsory.

This is the strongest and most drastic 
action yet tak2n In an effort to wipe out 
the cut-in practice which is so prevalent 
now that hardly a good song is sung on 
the air or in a theater or played by a 
well-known orchestra without some com- 
pensation being paid the singer or band 
leacer. In the case of many orchestra 
leaders who have been charging pub- 
lishers an average of $50 “for the special 
arrangement,” or they refuse to play the 
song, the Society proposes to notify the 
proprietor of the establishment where the 
leader is employed that his licerse to 
play the music in the organization's 
catelog will be revoked as long as the 
leader remains in the restaurant, cafe, 
hotel or whatever the place may be. 

As the Society controls the pubiic per- 
forming rights of more than 90 per cent 
of the popular, musical comedy ard other 
music, as well as foreign pieces, this will 
act as a serRus weapon. 

When asked if this would not consti- 
tute a violaticn of the restraint of tradc 
law, J. C. Rosentnal, general manager of 
the Society, said to a reporter for The 
Billboard that it would not. He vointed 
cut that the Uriited States Attorney Gen. 
eral had ruled that music in this sense 
was not trade or commerce. 

Concrete evidence already has been ob- 
tained against meny offenders, according 
to Mr. Rosenth2l, and members and 
others called before the board may be 
surprised to see photosiatic copies of 
songs and hear witnesses who saw certair 
scngs completed before a third or fourth 
name was added to it as a cowriter, the 
latter being the one cutting in. 

Members found guilty. and they may 
include radio artists or leaders who have 
membership in the Society thru their 
songwriting activities, alleged and other- 
wise, may be heavily fined, or suspended 
temporararily or forever from member- 
ship. Class A publisher nembers are now 
receiving approximately $10,000 quarteriy 
and writers in that class about $1,500 
quarterly.

Sales tax talk will not down Not only 
does sales tax talk loom largely upon the 
commercial horizon as we approach De- 
cember and the coming session of Con- 
gress, but it has already arrived in some 
sections of our country and reactions by 
the public to its introduction are in- 
teresting. We learn, for instance, of pro- 
tests by Ohio’s cigaret smokers against 
the tax upon the ciggies recently ap- 
proved by the general assembly. Novelty 
manufacturers hopped into the breach 
and a number of cigaret-making devices 
appeared upon the shelves of drug stores. 
Columbus druggists, we are .old, as we 
skip lightly thru the headlines of the 
nation’s press, favor one of these devices 
particularly. The machine, having all 
the outward appearances of a toy, has an 
unbounded “fag’’ manufacturing ca- 
pacity. Chuck in a bit of tobacco, turn 
the handle once or twice, slip in the 
paper, another turn, clicko! and out pops 
the pill. Cigarets are conveniently vend- 
ed via coin-controlled machine. There 
are no accurate statistics as to how many 
miilions of paper-wrapped smokes are 
sold by these silent salesmen or by those 
that rasp out the mechanical “Thank 
you” when the purchase is made. How- 
ever, we turn now to New York in our 
reading to find: 


“The Bureau of Internal Revenue has 
struck a blow at roll-your-own cigaret 
demonstrations by uncovering an ancient 
ruling forbidding the manufacturing of 
tobacco products on any other than 
licensed factory premises.” The bureau 
has advised all collectors to enforce this 
provision. Reading further in a recent 
edition of Advertising Age, the following 
is glimpsed: “Those interested in the 
roll-your-own idea propose to get around 
the ruling by using some material other 
than tobacco for demonstrating.” That 
“strict interpretation prevents anyone 
from rolling their own either by hand 
or machine in a place where cigars or 
cigarets are sold, a technicality every 
roll-your-own smoker has violated for 
years. The Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue’s notice said, in part: ‘A person 
may make cigars or cigarets for his own 
consumption without incurring liability 
under the Internal Revenue laws pro- 
vided he does not make them within the 
bended premises of a cigar or cigaret 
factory or on the premises where such 
articles are sold, and neither sells-nor 
gives away such cigars or cigarets (Ar- 
ticle 62, Regulations 8). Cigarets which 
are made in any demonstration of a 
machine for rolling-your-own cigarets, 
numbers of which have been recently 
put on the market, are clearly not for 
consumption of the maker.’ Therefore 
it is ruled that cigarets may be manu- 
factured during the demonstration of 
any machine for making one’s own 
cigarets only on _ certain described 
premises.” In the foregoing we have & 
rather concrete example of sales tax in 
action, reaction and some counteraction 
to the reaction. 


That penny peanut vending machine 
standing in the corner of William A. 
Fischer’s shop at Chicago. Mounted on 
a length of* pipe about eight feet tall 
it puzzled the visitor, Looked for all 
the world like a lamp post with its globe 
all bright and glistening, but the globe 
was filled with goobers. “Yeah,” ex- 
plained Bill, “That’s a special job for our 
equestrian trade down at the riding 
academy.” . . . The current week might 
rate a title on the coin-machine men’s 
calendar like Clean-Up Week for the men 
of silent sales who confine their offer- 
ings to outdoor locations. It sure was a 
cleanup for the soap makers, for Hal- 
loween had rolled around and ghosts and 
goblins were busy, and what the operator 
gets is a bucket of suds. While 
on the subject of outdoor vending, 
you’d probably be interested in learning 
of one operator of the outdoor variety of 
veraders who expanded his offering to 
include scme indoor locations. He had 
become so accustomed to fastening his 
offerings down with case-hardened chain 
that upon acquiring the indoor location 
he just naturally brought along a length 
of chain and fastened down the indoor 
offering in the same old way. Result 
has been that once the vender is set, it 
stays put, nobody pushes his offering 

aside. . . And to think that you can 
have The Billboard sent along to you for 
104 weeks for a $5 bill!! 

There is a tremendous volume of mei 
chandise vended via silent salesmen, the 
coin-controlled machine. Candy, confec- 


tions, nuts, fruit. That’s an old story, 
but that’s only a small part of coin 
machinedom's offering. There are razor 
blades! Handkerchiefs! Shaving is com- 
ing into its own, it would seem. Looks 
as tho’shaving were about to displace 
the cold plunge as a topic of conversa- 
tion and supplant the shudder with a 
grin. It just isn’t in the cards to picture 
Moses coming down from the mountain 
clean shaven, with a Francis X. Bush- 
man-like profile. Everybody knows 
Moses was a leader, brave and cour- 
ageous. Men had their miseries back in 
his day even as you, and you, or we, have 
had in recent times. The going has been 
tough, that’s true, but back in the an- 
cient days men wore beards covering up 
the button a bit. Perhaps after all we 
are not so soft; when you stop to con- 
sider the thing, shaving is just another 
way of taking it on the chin. So we 
find shaving being popularized in the 
public print; the columnist whisking 
you thru his whiskers as you whisk thru 
his column. 

We turn to the ’kerchief to find that 
some Of us are old-fashioned and out- 
moded by the modern. We thought we 
knew our handkerchiefs, but learn that 
what we knew was the ancient wipe at 
three for a quarter or a dime a copy. 
Right under our noses it appears the 
"*kerchief has been undergoing a process 
of glorification. David M. Stupell 
amazed the handkerchief world when he 
predicted early in the current year that 
the quota of ’kerchiefs to be sold via 
coin-controlled machine in 1931 would 
total more than 20,000,000. Startling!! 
Yet, it would not be hard to prove that 
Se agen was with the predictor, at 

ast, on his side. Lady Luck. too, seems 
to have sat in. Out of it all comes a 
descriptive word, pocketwear, the glori- 
fied *kerchief and not to be confused 
with the common variety. Pocketwear 
comes in glorious tones and colors. We 
find pocketwear featured in the breast 
pockets of many celebrities. Kind 
friends who have galloped thru gazets of 
the smooth paper variety, such as 
Harper’s Bazaar and Vanity Fair, have 
told us of the sartorial elegance of such 
household favorites as Walter Winchell, 
Ashton Stevens, Westbrook Pegler and of 
Gene Markey. Fame being heaped upon 
the famous. They got behind the glort- 
fied ‘kerchief, pocketwear. Governor 
Huey Long ought to be told about this. 
It’s all good publicity for the ‘kerchief. 

Federal statistics given by United 
States Senator Gerald P. Nye of North 
Dakota at Chicago recently are interest- 
ing to note: At the peak of the nation’s 
prosperity there were less than 2 per cent 
of the people whose income was more 
than $2,000 per annum. In 1920 Ameri- 
cans with income of $5,000 or less showed 
a total income of $15.000,090,000. The 
income of the same group in 1929 was 
but $8,000,000,000. . . Another item. 
of moment to men of the coin-machine 
craft and others of our readers engaged 
in sale and manufacture is the report 
that the postmaster will probably com- 
municate to Congress when it convenes 
that the post office is plenty in the red 
and advocate a general raise in postage 
rates. Thruout the United States it 
would be impossible to estimate the 
number of postage stamps that are sold 
from mechanisms that deliver the 
stamps from a vender for a coin. The 
plans of one great vending corporation 
not so long ago called for placement of 
numbers of stamp-vending machines 
that totaled into the thirties ‘mongst 
the thousands. A change in postage 
rates to a two and one-half or three- 
cent stamp is reported in the offing. 

+ . There is something to be said 
in favor of the manufacturer who goes 
to all the expense of developing and 
placing upon the market a new product, 
the new machine, the novel salesboard 
or the novelty: “Few people know what 
they want until they get it, and some- 
times they do not know at fifst then,” 
says William S. Maulsby. Found 
time to slip down to lodge meeting the 
other night. Ugly weather keeping most 
of the boys away, the toughest egg in the 
outfit acted as Chaplain, and the pass- 
word was “Produce.”
